MUM to Castro Street

A Castro area merchants group says that the non-profit corporation 
which produces the Castro Street Fair should be denied a permit for 
the annual October event— until it opens its financial records to the 
public and puts some of the event’s profits back into the community. 
According to spokesman Barry Hermanson of the Merchants of Upper 
Market (MUM), the Street Fair’s board of directors has totally ignored a 
six-month-old request that it provide financial statements, including state 
and federal tax documents, for community review. 

“Frankly, that pisses me off,” Hermanson told the Bay Area Reporter. “I 
don t feel good about it and think it may have been intentional.” 

The merchants group and community activists have been pressing the 
non-profit Street Fair’s board of directors to do more than open its 
books— they want a seat at the table. 

“We also want community participation on the board of directors and 
want 15 percent of the event’s gross to be given to local charities,” Her¬ 
manson said. “If they’d just open this up and deal with us!” 

The Street Fair’s failure to respond to the merchant group’s formal No¬ 
vember 1995 demands means that the group’s financial demands will be

BACKCOUNTRY

A lthough it doesn’t yet have 
a new name, the agency 
which is the result of last 
year’s merger of Operation Con¬ 
cern and 18th Street Services does 
have a new director. 

Joseph Neisen was appointed 
executive director of the agency in 
March— and he says that a com¬ 
pany which helps develop corpo¬ 
rate names has been hired, and 
that the agency’s new name will 
be announced at a May 30 
fundraiser. 

The merger of the two agen¬ 
cies was forced last year after the 
financially troubled California Pa¬ 
cific Medical Center divested itself 
of Operation Concern as part of 
its closure of neighborhood- 
based community services. 

“A committee of staff is pre¬ 
senting ideas to the board of di¬ 
rectors, and we have a company 
working with us to help us devel¬ 
op a name,” Neisen told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

He says that whatever the new 
name of the agency, which has a 
combined staff of 50 and an an¬ 
nual budget of $1.7 million, the 
merger presents “a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to provide the most com¬ 
prehensive mental health and 
substance abuse programs for the 
gay, lesbian, bisexual and trans- 
gendered community in the city.” 

The agency provides a variety 
of services, including individual, 
group, couples and family coun¬ 
seling, coming out groups and 
groups focused on special needs 
such as people with disabilities— 
and also provides psychiatric 
medication services. 

In addition to substance abuse

services, including a wide array of 
recovery groups, the agency pro¬ 
vides comprehensive HIV/AIDS 
services including support 
groups, street-based outreach ser¬ 
vices, and confidential but not 
anonymous HIV testing. 

Gay and Lesbian Outreach to 
Elders, which provides social and 
recreational programs for elders, 
is also a component of the com¬ 
bined agency. 

Neisen, who has a doctorate 
degree in Family Social Science 
from the University of Minneso¬ 
ta, is the former executive director 
of Pride Institute in Minneapolis, 


a residential and outpatient drug 
and alcohol program for sexual 
minorities. 

A major challenge facing 
Neisen and the agency is that its 
services are currently provided at 
several sites, and the search is un¬ 
derway for more efficient use of 
space. The agency is considering 
its options, including searching 
for a single location in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

“We’re looking at short-term 
and long-term plans,” Neisen said. 

In addition to Neisen, the 
agency also named Barbara Gal¬ 
van as its chief financial officer. ▼ 


Gracia Buffleben, mother of 
breast cancer activism, dies

|P I ervices were held on Satur- 
day, April 13 at St. Phillip’s 
Lutheran Church in Dublin 
for Gracia Buffleben, a former 
nurse who transformed herself 
into a highly regarded activist for 
women with breast cancer. Buf¬ 
fleben died one week after her 
51st birthday, early on April 8, at 
her home in Dublin, California. 

First diagnosed with breast 
cancer in 1987, Buffleben first 
helped graft the successful tactics 
of AIDS activism onto the largely 
ignored needs of breast cancer pa¬ 
tients. She went on to receive 
many awards for her tireless edu¬ 
cational and lobbying efforts on 
behalf of women with cancer, 
most recently on March 6 by 
Mayor Willie Brown. But as Mar¬ 
ilyn McGregor of ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate Breast Cancer Committee 
said, “Her life was not about 
awards. Her true reward came 
from letting women know that 
they could act on their own behalf 
and take on the powers-that-be, 
whether it is a drug company, the 
FDA, the National Cancer Insti-

tute, or their own doctor.” 

Buffleben served as a board 
member of Breast Cancer Action, 
where she directly negotiated with 
the National Cancer Institute and 
the Food and Drug Association to 
get more women included in clin¬ 
ical trials and to make experimen¬ 
tal drugs more widely available to 
terminally ills patients. 

“Gracia brought cancer to the 
negotiating table, and she was not 
one of those ‘wish your cancer 
away’ people,” said Nancy Evans 
of Breast Cancer Action. “She was 


results oriented, asking hard ques¬ 
tions: When is this regulation 
going to be changed? When will 
this drug be available to women?” 

In December 1994, Buffleben 
took an unprecedented stand 
against indifferent pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies when she orga¬ 
nized and led a civil disobedience 
against the South San Francisco 
biotech firm Genentech. With 
Breast Cancer Action and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, she pressed 
Genentech to develop a compas¬ 
sionate drug access program for 
an experimental treatment for 
breast cancer. 

She is survived by her husband 
George; their children George 
Michael Buffleben of Tracey, 
Christine K. Buffleben and 
Matthew Scott Buffleben, both of 
Dublin; her mother, Mary Rox¬ 
anne Fullum of Cooperstown, 
New York; her sister, Roxanne 
Sasse of Providence, Rhode Is¬ 
land; and her brother, Michael 
Matonick of San Francisco. 

The family has asked that any 
donations be sent to Breast Can¬ 
cer Action, ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
or the Marti Nelson Cancer Re¬

The wrong kind of Armani suit 

Chic eatery sued in same 
sex harassment case

A gay waiter who was fired 
from his job in January filed 
a million dollar sexual ha¬ 
rassment suit on Friday, April 12 
against his former supervisors at 
Emporio Armani, the chic 1 
Grant Street eatery. 

Scot Johnson filed the suit for 
compensatory and punitive dam¬ 
ages after being fired by the 
restaurant for “blowing the whis¬ 
tle” and complaining to restau¬ 
rant management about the al¬ 
leged sexual harassment by his 
male supervisor, according to his 
attorney Jeffrey Sloan. 

Johnson worked for the 
restaurant for nine months. 

According to Sloan, after John¬ 
son complained about the alleged 
abuse, Kimpton Hotel and 
Restaurant Group, which man¬ 
ages the eatery, apparently leaked 
the complaints to the very super¬ 
visor who was allegedly harassing 
him— who then illegally retaliat¬ 
ed against Johnson. 

A spokesperson for Kimpton 
said that the corporation had not 
yet been served with the lawsuit 
and was unable to comment on 
the allegations. 

Johnson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the alleged sexual ha¬ 
rassment created a great deal of 
emotional and psychological 
stress. 

“It affects you mentally and 
you don’t even realize it,” he said. 

Johnson said that the harass¬ 
ment was extremely stressful, 
often taking place when he was 
busy waiting on five tables, jug¬ 
gling his customers’ numerous 
drink and food orders. He said the 


fact that he was in a “committed 
relationship” with a partner and 
received support from friends 
helped him cope with the abuse. 

“He turned my stomach from 
first sight. I had no interest. There 
was no way, no how he was ever 
going to get what he wanted,” he 
said. 

Although Johnson’s supervisor 
Lawrence Weller was later fired by 
Armani, an official of the compa¬ 
ny allegedly told Johnson he had 
caused so much trouble by re¬ 
porting the sexual harassment 
that he was on probation and in 
danger of losing his position. He 
was later fired. 

According to Sloan, Weller re¬ 
peatedly subjected Johnson to of¬ 
fensive sexual gestures and sexual 
advances, including speculation 
about how large he believed John¬ 
son’s penis was and other sexual¬ 
ly related comments. 

Incidents detailed 

In one alleged incident, Weller 
allegedly pulled open his trousers 
and told Johnson that “he could 
look down the opening and see 
the head of his penis,” according 
to Sloan. 

In another incident detailed in 
the lawsuit, Weller apparently 
wasn’t interested only in Johnson 
but also once sexually desired an 
Armani customer and ordered 
Johnson to tell the diner that 
Weller thought he was attractive. 

Johnson refused the order but 
Weller wouldn’t desist and tried to 
force him to tell the customer that 
Weller had a “big, fat thick dick.” 
Johnson declined. 

In other incidents Weller al¬ 
legedly asked Johnson where he 
could “go beat off,” said that he 


knew Johnson really sexually de¬ 
sired him but “was just paying 
hardball,” and chased him into se¬ 
questered areas of the restaurant. 

In one especially upsetting in¬ 
cident, Sloan said that Weller or¬ 
dered the waiter to work alone in 
a basement supply area and tried 
to intimidate him by saying that 
he would be back “to play with” 
with his employee. 

After Johnson complained to 
management, word allegedly got 
back to Weller about the com¬ 
plaint, who told him that he had 
to keep the harassment “in the 
family”— and began psychologi¬ 
cally tormenting Johnson by 
telling him that “if he didn’t play 
by the rules, he would be termi¬ 
nated.” 

After Johnson was fired, he re¬ 
ported the harassment to the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, which issued him a 
right to sue in January 1996. 

“Our client suffers for nine 
months, and the company re¬ 
sponds by retaliating against Mr. 
Johnson. They tell him that he’s 
caused so much trouble by telling 
on his boss that he’s on probation, 
and anything less than perfect and 
he’ll be fired. Our client was sin¬ 
gled out and under California law 
that’s retaliation and it’s illegal,” 
said Sloan. 

Sloan told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that civil assault and sexual 
battery complaints are included as 
causes of actions in the suit be¬ 
cause the harassment also includ¬ 
ed unwelcome physical touching 
of Johnson. 

The lawsuit was filed after set¬ 
tlement negotiations failed be¬ 
tween Johnson and the restaurant 
management corporation.T 


Bail set in gay killing

A San Francisco Superior 
Court judge refused this 
week to lower, from $2 mil¬ 
lion to $25,000, the bail of Steve 
Nary, the sailor charged with the 
March 24 murder of Latino gay 
activist and publisher Juan Pi- 
farre. Bail was set at $1 million. 

San Francisco Assistant Public 
Defender Jeff Adachi told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he requested 


the bail be lowered because he did 
not believe that Nary, a one-time 
Cathedral City high school bas¬ 
ketball star, was a flight risk. 
Adachi said that Nary killed Pi- 
farre in self-defense. 

Adachi said the lowered bail 
was also justified because Nary 
called police voluntarily and in¬ 
formed them that he had been in 
a fight. 

Police homicide inspectors 
told the B.A.R. that a bundle of 
blood-soaked clothing at the 


crime scene belonging to Nary— 
with military identification on 
them— had linked him to the 
brutal murder. 

Adachi refused to comment on 
whether Nary had sex with Pifarre 
before he killed the well-known 
activist, but said outside the 
courtroom that the 6’4” Nary, 29, 
had defensive wounds when he 
was arrested, and that he woke up 
to find the 5’9” Pifarre, 53, mak¬ 
ing “unwanted sexual advances 
and defended himself.”Y

Candid camera: SoMa 
now a red light district

T he first of up to 50 cameras 
is up and running in the 
SoMa district this week, de¬ 
vices which will photograph the 
many San Francisco drivers who 
each day run red lights in the 
city’s busy, crowded .intersections, 
causing 20 percent of all automo¬ 
bile injuries in the city. 

The nondescript-looking box 
installed at 7th and Mission last 
week and unveiled by the pro¬ 
gram backers, Supervisor Susan 
Leal and Mayor Willie Brown, was 
one of six sets of high-tech cam¬ 
eras to be set up at San Francisco 
intersections. “I, like many San 
Franciscans, hold my breath when 
crossing busy intersections, hop¬ 
ing no one runs a red light,” said 
Leal, who spearheaded the effort 
beginning in October 1994 after 
15 people were struck by a red 
light runner in the intersection of 
19th and Holloway avenues. “Dri¬ 
vers must learn that red means 
stop! I believe red light cameras 
will clearly convey that message.” 

The cameras will get violators 
coming and going, taking a pho¬ 
tograph of the driver’s face and 
the license plate. The motorist will 
receive a citation in the mail and 
can request a hearing to contest it 
through the Municipal Court. 

At a news conference last week, 
accompanied by Mayor Brown, 
Leal was asked if she thought the 
cameras were a violation of the 
drivers’ privacy. Leal responded, “I 
would say that having a 5,000 
pound car crash into the side of

your car is an invasion of privacy.” 

According to the California 
State Automobile Association, San 
Francisco has 20 times the state 
average of right-angle collisions 


which are caused by red light run¬ 
ners. As many as 50 intersections 
could be equipped with the 
equipment after a one year testing 
period, according to Leal. ▼ 


How open are the 
community center 
board meetings?

he consolidation of efforts 
-f to get the long-awaited gay 
m community center up and 
running by its target date of Win¬ 
ter 1998, will open the communi¬ 
ty up in more ways than one. 

Despite reports that the April 
24 town hall meeting was the 
community center’s first public 
forum, the B.A.R. has learned that 
at least one board of directors 
meeting was held without the re¬ 
quired public announcements or 
the publication of the meeting’s 
results. Board President Scott 
Shafer promises that type of pri¬ 
vate “public meeting” won’t hap¬ 
pen again. 

But that promise is not enough 
to assuage the ire of at least one 
gay activist who says the commu¬ 
nity still does not know exactly 
what was discussed that night. Ac¬ 
cording to Shafer, the meeting 
concerned logistics of the real es¬ 
tate deal and personnel matters. 
He acknowledged that an execu¬ 
tive session was held on March 20 
at 10 United Plaza. “The need for 
executive sessions won’t exist once 


negotiations are done,” said 
Shafer. For now, “there are legal 
and practical reasons why we can’t 
hold these meetings in public.” 
Doing so would probably jeopar¬ 
dize the negotiations with the 
owner, Shafer maintained. 

San Francisco resident Michael 
Petrelis replied, “We should know 
about all of the meetings. A-L-L.” 
Besides, he asked, “They don’t 
have any employees, how can they 
meet about personnel matters?” 

Moreover, the agenda for the 
meeting which the B.A.R. has ac¬ 
quired clearly lists it as beginning 
with a “Public Session,” including 
a time slot for “Public Forum Re¬ 
view and Comments,” and anoth¬ 
er labeled “Public Comment.” 

The second part of the agenda, 
marked “Closed Session,” does in¬ 
dicate that reports were taken 
from the Real Estate Committee 
and the Nominating Committee. 

Ammiano commented, “In 
fairness to them, there are times 
when you put things together, and 
they’re propriety matters.” But at 
the same time, added Ammiano, 
San Francisco’s Sunshine Ordi¬ 
nance requires that meetings of 
publicly funded agencies be pub¬ 


licized and remain open to the 
public. 

Ammiano added, “I think that 
now that it’s a reality, there’s going 
to be more public input. I trust 
them.” 

Supervisor Susan Leal echoed 
Ammiano’s opinion that some 
matters need to be discussed in 
closed executive session. “I think it 
would be good to have all their 
board meetings open to the public. 
They’d get better results,” she said. 

Shafer stressed that the prima¬ 
ry goal of the Community Center 
Project is right in its title, and that 
all decisions will be available for 
scrutiny, including their account¬ 
ing books. 

In other community center de¬ 
velopments, Ammiano told the 
B.A.R. that both he and Leal are 
coordinating efforts for the com¬ 
munity center. 

“At least with this revised 
board of directors, my under¬ 
standing is that it wasn’t so much 
Migden’s thing anymore,” said 
Leal. 

The next meeting will be held 
on Wednesday, April 24 at 7 p.m.

T he San Francisco AIDS Of¬ 
fice has come out with a 
two-page information and 
instruction sheet on the Reality 
female condom, a device 
which many gay men are 
using as well. 

Last month after the 
AIDS Office agreed to 
distribute the condoms at 
Public Health Department 
Clinics, activists who pushed 
for their availability to gay men 
in San Francisco pointed out that 
no information was being hand¬ 
ed out to ensure that they were 
being used correctly to prevent 
HIV infection during anal inter¬ 
course. Users say the “female” 
condom is more comfortable than 
latex penile condoms. 

The primary instigator behind 
getting the AIDS Office to distrib¬ 
ute the condoms, Michael Petrelis 
told the B.A.R. that he is pleased 
with the instruction sheet. The 
hard-to-please Petrelis said that 
he gives the instruction booklet a 
“thumbs up” because the infor¬ 
mation is taken directly from the 
same booklet as the original 1990 
Aegis [a precursor to Reality] in¬ 
struction booklet.

He disagreed, however, with 
the warning on the AIDS Office’s 
information sheet stating, “The 
Reality Condom has not been 
tested as a barrier against HIV in¬ 
fection.” 


It has 
been test¬ 
ed, but was never 
approved by the FDA for anal in¬ 
tercourse because of existing 
sodomy laws in a number of 
states, according to the manufac¬ 
turer. 

Petrelis has insisted that the 
FDA look into additional testing. 

Judging from other statements 
on the information sheet, the 
AIDS Office is also not entirely 
convinced of the device’s efficacy. 


While acknowledging that the Re¬ 
ality condom is made of 
polyurethane and is therefore 
stronger than a latex condom, the 
information also qualifies: “The 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health recommends using 
a latex penile condom for anal 
% sex. However, we want to make 
anal condoms available for use 
by men because we recognize 
some men may pre- 
fer anal con- 
doms, and we be¬ 
lieve that it is bet¬ 
ter to use an anal 
condom than none 
at all.”

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Put the homo in homeowner 


T he recent San Francisco Economic 
Summit was a perfect chance for 
local and national authorities to dis¬ 
cuss some aspects of the same-sex mar¬ 
riage (or gay marriage, if you prefer, or 
gender-neutral marriage) “debate” raging 
around this country. Best of all, it was a 
forum where the topic could be addressed 
in a realistic, rather than fairy-tale moral¬ 
istic, framework. 

Unfortunately, the opportunity was 
missed. But that doesn’t mean the issue 
should be forgotten, particularly around 
tax day, now that everyone still has that 
rotten taste in their mouths. 

A couple of gay men who have been 
trying to buy their first house told us re¬ 
cently of difficulties they’re having, what 
with the rather unstable real estate market 
and the very uncertain job market in Cali¬ 
fornia - or was it the other way around? 
They spoke bitterly of Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son’s optimism about the state of the state’s 
economy, and said they found those words 
- like so many of his words - empty. 

Despite their longterm (and, not that it 
matters, monogamous) relationship, the 
two men are not eligible for any of the fi¬ 
nancial tax benefits that are available to 
straight couples who marry; domestic 
partnership is a symbolic, rather than fi¬ 
nancial, benefit that would given them no 
help with the problems they now face. 
Consequently, they said, they may not be 
able to get over the hurdles to buy their 
house. 

In which case, the losers will be numer¬ 
ous - including the current owners of the 
house (heterosexuals, not that that mat¬ 
ters, either) and the financial institutions 
- and there will be no winners. 

The issue of tax advantages for same- 
sex couples is only occasionally discussed 
by those legislators who talk about keep¬ 
ing marriage a heterosexual-only institu¬ 
tion, and then usually with horrified dis¬ 
dain. But even the most rabid homo¬ 
phobes must know of the disservice they 
are doing to everyone. Each home sold is a 


benefit; each one unsold is a burden, and 
if the state of California wants to pull itself 
out of its economic chasm, it has to start 
openly valuing everyone who wants to buy 
here, no matter what they do in bed. 

Tax breaks are not welfare or 
charity, the reasoning goes, be¬ 
cause of the investments and 
growth they spur. Denying 
those economic boosts to the 
thousands of lesbian and gay 
couples here in California only 
worsens the state’s slack invest¬ 
ment market. Extending them may 
save a lot of current homeown¬ 
ers who are jyst trying to get 
the money out of a house 
that they have already put in. 

They might even be Republi¬ 
cans. 

Of course, the tax equation is extreme¬ 
ly complicated: not all couples gain by get¬ 
ting married, as many newlyweds discov¬ 


ered with a shock this April 15. That’s why 
it would be nice to see the financial issues 
of same-sex marriage openly and rational¬ 
ly discussed, at the Economic Summit or 
anywhere else. As for the legislators in 
Sacramento, we hope when they get 
around to it they can put aside their 
Puritanical curiosity about what 
kinds of sex acts that might be in¬ 
volved, at least long enough to look 
at the economic advantages that 
everyone may share. That is, after 
all, their jobs. 

It stands to reason that all Cal¬ 
ifornians will struggle into a 
better economy together, or 
else we will all languish be¬ 
hind the times. It’s important 
for the playing field to be lev¬ 
eled so that we can be a part of the recov¬ 
ery, and for lawmakers everywhere to 
know that gay men and lesbians appreciate 
economic stimulation, too. ▼

from remarks by Colorado 
Governor Roy Romer upon his

1 believe that those members of our soci- 

ety who join in a long-term, committed 
m relationship with a person of the same 
sex should be acknowledged as fellow 
human beings and fellow citizens. I believe, 
for example, that they should have access to 
each other in a hospital room when one 
partner is dying. 

I believe these principles are shared by 
most Coloradans. What are we to do when 
we look across the church congregation, our 
service clubs, or our workplace and see a gay 
or lesbian person, a human being who 
wants to live his or her life in the most re¬ 
sponsible and caring way possible, and con¬ 
sents to sharing life with a person of the 
same sex? What are we to say as a society 
about that relationship? Do we condemn 
them? Shouldn’t they be able to live their 
lives to the fullest, in a responsible and car¬ 
ing way? 

These are the questions I am putting on 
the table. They don’t readily lead to simple 
or bumper sticker solutions, but life is not 
always simple, and complex problems are 
rarely solved by bumper sticker slogans. 

I know some support this bill because 
they believe it deals with the constitutional 
issues raised by the courts in Hawaii. Some 
support it because they view it as a re-affir- 
mation of our traditional structure of mar¬ 
riage. But let’s be honest: some support this 
bill because it is a way to single out and 
condemn the lifestyle of gay and lesbian 


people. 

Regardless of motivation, the bill I have 
before me now is simplistic and divisive. It 
is simplistic because it ignores important 
legal and constitutional questions and ad¬ 
dresses only one part of the issue. It is divi¬ 
sive because it singles out a group of Col¬ 
oradans for condemnation, equating their 
relationships with incest and bigamy. That 
is hurtful, and it is counter to Colorado’s 
rich tradition of tolerance and freedom. 

We can be pro-family, without 
being unfair to gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple. 

The proponents of this bill say 
they want to ensure that same sex 
marriages from Hawaii or some 
other state are not recognized in 
Colorado under the Full 
Faith and Credit Clause 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

But the way the bill is 
drafted is to ban same-sex 
marriages in the “prohibited marriages” sec¬ 
tion of our marriage statute, alongside 
bigamy and incest. This is mean-spirited 
and unnecessary. We do not need to forbid 
or “ban” same sex relationships to protect 
ourselves under the Full Faith and Credit 
Clause. Moreover, structuring legislation 
this way may invite lawsuits against Col¬ 
orado based on discrimination and the 
Equal Protection Clause. 

I would sign legislation that does two 
things: (1) States that “It is the strong pub¬ 
lic policy of Colorado that marriage shall 
only be between a man and a woman. It is 
the policy of Colorado only to recognize 
marriages from other states that are be¬ 


tween a man and a woman.” This will give 
us more than enough protection against a 
Full Faith and Credit challenge from Hawaii 
or any other state. And it does so with lan¬ 
guage that is constructive and not discrim¬ 
inatory. 

(2) The second change I would require 
before I sign legislation is language ... 
which would provide a commission to re¬ 
view and evaluate the legal and policy is¬ 
sues involved in recognizing same-sex rela¬ 
tionships. This commission, which would 
be composed of members appointed by the 
Legislature and myself would re- 
port back to Colorado on its 
^ findings by a certain date. I am 

open to working with the Leg¬ 
islature on when such a report 
would be issued. 

Why do I think a 
commission is impor¬ 
tant? Because this is a se¬ 
rious issue, and it requires 
a thoughtful and thorough debate. We have 
not yet had such a debate. We must come 
together as a community to have a rational 
discussion about these issues and attempt 
to find some common ground upon which 
we can agree. 

Send me a bill with the two changes I’ve 
outlined and I will sign it. The approach I 
have outlined will strengthen our legal pos¬ 
ture against challenges under the Full Faith 
and Credit clause and other constitutional 
challenges. Most important of all, it will 
allow us to act on reason and not out of fear. 
That is in the best tradition of Colorado and 
our people. It is an approach that will unite, 
and not divide, us. ▼

Corrections space 

Congratulations on 25 years. You’ve survived and 
so have I, in good part, because you were there. I don’t 
think you need to redesign, but if you’re bound to, 
why not allow for yet another feature. Be¬ 
cause you’re as close to a newspaper of 
record as this community has, shouldn’t 
you, like the New York Times, have a cor¬ 
rections space? Not for matters of opin¬ 
ion, but for simple matters of fact and 
spelling. For example, the Stables who 
moderated the Castro Action and Plan¬ 
ning forum spells his first name Linton, 
not Lytton. 

It shouldn’t take a letter to get such a correction 
on record, but having gone this far, I’d like to make 
some others which come to mind and which I ne¬ 
glected to write in about at the time. In his reporting 
of this year’s parade theme selection meeting, Dennis 
Conkin rendered “Catch the Beat! No Retreat!” as 
“Catch the Beat/No Retreat!” A tiny difference in 
punctuation perhaps: the latter implies an amalga¬ 
mation such as “lesbian/gay,” but the intent was more 
that of a progression. (Some might consider the mis¬ 
taken variation likewise not-so-hot.) He also omitted 
from his fairly complete list of proposed themes “No 
Pride Without Freedom,” as did also the Bay Times re¬ 
porter. (Both these theme proposals were printed out 
and distributed at the same meeting for all, including 
any reporters present, to see.) And last year, in his re¬ 
port in the January 5,1995 issue of the death of one 
of your most provocative writer/activists of the past, 
Konstantin Berlandt, Conklin paired him with Bar¬ 
bara Cameron as co-chairs of the 1980 Parade. For 
the record, Konstantin first co-chaired the Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Day Committee with Linda Boyd 
in 1983. Barbara Cameron first served as co-chair 
with Greg Day in 1981 and then again with Konstan¬ 
tin in 1985. In 1980 Bruce Goranson and Amy 
Foifrnier co-chaired what was then called the Gay 
Freedom Day Committee. 

In the same piece, Conklin described Konstantin 
Berlandt’s tenure with the Committee as “troubled.” 
That is a matter of opinion which serves to highlight 
what need not be corrected, but could, and probably 
should, be argued about. Such, however, may be left to 
historians who hopefully, with benefit of the archives 
of the Gay and Lesbian Historical Society and the 
New Main, will have access to more sources than just 
the press. 

All the more, keep on printin’, reportin’ and writin’ 
those editorials which get us to thinkin’. I hope you’re 
still one pickup I can make come 2001, when you’ll 
be 30 and half my age instead of just 5/1 lths.

Blue Cross and preventative medicine 

[The following was sent to Blue Cross of California:] 

I received your notice of refusal to pay for a pre¬ 
ventative medication, dated March 27,1996. 

I am deeply concerned by this part of my policy 
which enables you to control my health and well¬ 
being while Blue Cross’ CEO’s pocket (as well as 
yours, I’m sure) are being filled with blood money 
from people who are dying sooner because of this to¬ 
tally irrational stipulation. 

The whole concept of “preventative medicine,” one 
would think, would be embraced by Blue Cross to 



keep individuals healthy for as long as possible and, in 
turn, keeping the health care cost down. 

My physician has tried two other medications 
(Septra and Dapsone) as a prophylactic use for PCP, 
and my body simply will not tolerate these medica¬ 
tions. She then decided to prescribe Pentamidine 
treatments, which you’re now telling me (and my 
physician as well as Davies Medical Center) that you 
won’t pay for this treatment. A treatment which only 
costs you $37, according to your letter to me. 

I find this refusal, on the behalf of you and Blue 
Cross of California, cold-hearted, deplorable and neg¬ 
ligent. How dare you hint to me that my life is not 
worth the treatment that could ultimately extend and 
possibly save it! I will be sending copies of your re¬ 
fusal to pay for a necessary preventative treatment as 
well as my response, to various government officials. 

I will be expecting a response from Blue Cross of 
California within two business weeks concerning this 
situation.

AIDS as cellular disorder 

AIDS as a humoral disease is a political/econom¬ 
ic construct, supporting an industry dedicated to 
“The Virus.” If you begin treating AIDS correctly, that 
is, as a cellular disorder and before opportunistic in¬ 
fections appear, the construct evaporates and the 
whole industry collapses like a house of cards. That’s 
why there is zero chance of mainstream medicine’s 
ever successfully treating (much less curing) AIDS. 
The comparison with the tobacco industry is strik¬ 
ing. The industry, once grown beyond a certain point, 
takes on an irresistible survival instinct and volition 
of its own, a de facto ‘Frankenstein’ beyond control 

of any human or number of humans. The AIDS 
Frankenstein, along with the Marlboro Man, 
is here to stay. Especially with recent news 
trumpeting the discovery that HIV repli¬ 
cates 15 times faster than previously 
thought, thereby prompting a feeding 
frenzy by the promoters of ‘nukes’ and 
protease inhibitors. 

Those who survive AIDS are those 
who educate themselves early and steer 
clear of the humoral/antiretroviral 
model of AIDS treatment. A simple look at the blood- 
work of long-term nonprogressors of HIV infection 
is enough to show what blood traits need to be boost¬ 
ed. And it sure as heck ain’t T4s. 

An improved clinical state has been associated 
with protease inhibitors, reminiscent of the so-called 
“early benefit” of high-dose AZT. And it correlates 
with greatly reduced viral load in the peripheral 
blood. But what is this really indicating? Only per¬ 
manent remission. By what mechanism is pro-viral 
DNA in the lymph cells and macrophages eliminated? 
The infected cells themselves would have to be lysed, 
requiring a cellular, not humoral attack strategy. This 
is made clear in the research of Drs. Jay Levy, Gene 
Shearer, Mario Clerici and other respected re¬ 
searchers. 

In any discussion of treating AIDS as a cellular dis¬ 
order, the subject of DNCB cannot be avoided, since 
there is evidence of its ability to enhance the cell 
groups crucial to non-progression. To preemptively 
answer the debunkers of DNCB as a therapy, yes, its 
failure rate is high. And its failure rate is high for the 
same reasons the failure rate of insulin would be high 
if the therapy were begun too late, and if not taken 
on schedule. Whether diabetes or AIDS, the earliest 
intervention offers the greatest hope of successful 
treatment. In presymptomatic AIDS, the use of nu¬ 
cleosides and elective OI drugs further suppresses cel¬ 
lular immunity, reducing the chance of successful 
treatment. After OIs appear, the chance of success 
drops exponentially. Unfortunately, most people who 
have tried DNCB did so only as a last resort, when 
there was virtually no chance of it helping. So the 
caveats for successful DNCB use are stacked strongly 
against it. Those who successfully use it began it early, 
stuck with it, and were not conned into toxic antivi¬ 
ral regimens. The debunkers will continue to debunk 
DNCB in their allegiance to the corporate model of 
AIDS treatment, which offers only promises of ex¬ 
tended survival time. Well, that’s not good enough. 
Nothing short of arresting the disease and bringing it 
into the category of a manageable condition like dia¬ 
betes is good enough. 

All this is not “boosterism” for DNCB. It is boost- 
erism for treating the disease for what it is: a cellular 
disorder requiring early prophylaxis with specific 
strategies to restore CD8-cytotoxic and Natural Killer 
subsets. Certainly better therapies than DNCB are 
needed. And like it or not, deny it or not, this is the 
only route that’s going to successfully manage HIV 
and AIDS. 

While other fad therapies of the past ten years have 
come and gone like meteors in the night, DNCB 
steadfastly remains. Why? Maybe the luminaries of 
the treatment news circuit could shed some light.

Reality check 

There has been a great deal of discussion in this 
publication and others about gay and bisexual men 
using the Reality female condom for anal intercourse. 
We at the STOP AIDS Project believe that as is the 
case with any device used to prevent the transmission 
of HIV, gay and bisexual men need accurate infor¬ 
mation in order to make a decision that meets their 
needs. Your readers may find the following informa¬ 
tion about the Reality condom helpful. 

Neither the Reality condom nor latex condoms 
have been approved by the FDA for anal intercourse. 
Both are approved for the prevention of pregnancy 
and disease, including HIV, during vaginal inter¬ 
course. 

The Reality condom is made out of a polyurethane 
sheath and is stronger than latex condoms. Since it is 
not made out of latex, it can be used with oil-based 
lubricants. You cannot use Reality with an oil-based 
lube and then switch to latex condoms. The oil will 
destroy the latex. It can be worn by the receptive part¬ 
ner (bottom) and inserted before beginning inter¬ 
course. Some tops have said that Reality offers more 
freedom of movement. 

Like traditional penile condoms, it can only be 
used once. An additional benefit is that it may provide 
greater protection from other STDs such as herpes. 

Some men have said that Reality is difficult to use. 
Make certain to read and follow the instructions care¬ 
fully before using it. Practice putting it into place. 
Make certain that the insertive partner (top) enters 
the condom and doesn’t slide in between his partner 
and the condom. Improper use of the Reality condom 
can increase the possibility of transmission of HIV 
and other STDs. 

Reality is available at various health clinics in San 
Francisco. It is also available for retail purchase for 
about $10 for a package of three at pharmacies which 
offer a wide variety of safe-sex products.

Up on the roof 

On behalf of the Board of Directors, our staff and 
volunteers, I am writing to respond to two letters 
from Kevin Murphy in the B.A.R. We seek to correct 
the record regarding Under One Roof, and put this 
issue to rest. 

Under One Roof was conceived and operates as a 
unique and unprecedented forum for raising money. 
It was a simple idea: raise money by selling merchan¬ 
dise in our store. And distribute those profits to our 
participating AIDS service organizations. Thus, we 
opened a new source of much needed funds, one that 
would not compete with traditional charitable giving. 

In his first letter, Murphy compares our cost of 
fundraising to a traditional charity. This comparison 
simply cannot be made, since the two operations are 
vastly different, both in operations and expenditures. 
As an example, retail space must be prime real estate 

- street level, as opposed to office space - and costs 
roughly five times more than office space. The cost of 
purchasing merchandise for sale is another expense 
that is not part of traditional fundraising costs. The 
list can go on and on. Bottom line, we operate an ex¬ 


tremely effective small business when our financial 
results are compared against other small businesses 
or retailers. 

It appears that Mr. Murphy has taken bits of in¬ 
formation from our proposed 1996 budget, coupled 
them with our past results and “filled in the blanks” - 
erroneously. 

In his second letter, Murphy incorrectly reported 
that “roughly $230,000 was raised for 60 AIDS service 
organizations that Under One Roof serves.” In fact, as 
reported on Under One Roof’s Form 990 (IRS tax re¬ 
turn for non-profits) for our latest tax year ended 
8/31/95, we distributed $449,330 to our participating 
agencies, an understatement by Murphy of $219,330. 
Total distributions to agencies for tax years 91,92,93, 
94, were $1,338,754. 

Mr. Murphy stated that it cost Under One Roof 
$330,000 to operate the store, and an additional 
$330,000 to purchase merchandise. This, too, is not 
correct. The 1996 projected budget for operating the 
store is $330,000, but the merchandise cost is 
$132,300. 

Further, he states that the estimated amount of do¬ 
nated goods for the year was $20,000. Our tax return 
reported this number as $28,002 which represents only 
those goods donated directly to Under One Roof, and 
does not include those donations to our 60 agencies. 
Donations to agencies are reported by each agency and 
cannot be included in Under One Roof’s reporting. 

As you can see from only three points covered in 
this letter, Mr. Murphy’s facts were incorrect to the 
tune of over $425,000. I could continue, however I 
think the point has been made. 

Yet, the tone of Murphy’s letter was designed to 
make the reader uneasy and wonder what nefarious 
activities were taking place at Under One Roof. I’d like 
to tell you. At Under One Roof, a group of dedicated 
individuals, working together, are trying new ideas, 
seeking ways and succeeding in providing unrestrict¬ 
ed funding for our participating agencies. As tradi¬ 
tional funding sources have become more scarce and 
government programs cut, we believe our role is more 
important than ever before. 

Let me state unequivocally, we are proud of Under 
One Roof and its results. We are grateful to our sup¬ 
porters and our volunteers. 

We are saddened to have to spend valuable time, 
resources and energy defending an organization 
whose reputation has heretofore been unblemished 
and whose operations have been open and above 
board through our five years of existence. I would like 
to point out to your readers how demoralizing it is to 
our loyal, hardworking volunteers and staff to see 
their efforts and results misrepresented and miscon¬ 
strued by a single individual who, for reasons un¬ 
known to any of us, appears to be waging a vendetta 
against Under One Roof. Perhaps Mr. Murphy would 
like us to close our doors. We simply can’t and won’t, 
as long as the need is so great. We only wish that he 
had taken the time to research his “facts” thoroughly. 

We have operated as partners with our participat¬ 
ing agencies every step of the way. The feedback from 
them and our customers has been overwhelmingly 
positive. If something is so terribly amiss, why have 
most agencies been with us since the beginning? Why 
do we have a waiting list of others who want to par¬ 
ticipate? 

Continuing our longstanding tradition of com¬ 
munity accountability, fair dealing and open com¬ 
munication, we invite any of your readers who would 
like further information to contact us. We will be de¬ 
lighted to explain our operations. And once you see 
what we do, we hope you will be compelled to volun¬ 
teer, shop or support us, as have so many others.

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Blue skies for state Demos

W ith over four months to 
go before their nominat¬ 
ing convention and near¬ 
ly seven months before the gener¬ 
al election, California Democrats 
met in Los Angeles over the past 
weekend, vowing party unity and 
victory in November. Knowing 
that California’s 54 electoral votes 
are crucial to President Clinton’s 
prospects, the state party machin¬ 
ery mingled with nearly 2,000 del¬ 
egates in an election year confab 
designed to energize party work¬ 
ers. An impressive Clinton victory 
in California could help the De¬ 
mocrats regain control of the state 
Assembly and possibly pick up as 
many as four seats in the 
state’s House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Noting that “the 
party got a real reality 
check in 1994,” newly 
elected state Democ¬ 
ratic Party chair Art 
Torres declared 
that nothing 
forges party 
unity like de¬ 
feat. Speakers 
at the three-day affair included 
First Lady Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton, U.S. Senators Dianne Fein- 
stein and Barbara Boxer, Lt. Gov. 
Gray Davis, and other big-name 
Democratic leaders. 

With President Bill Clinton’s 
personal popularity at an all-time 
high here, Democratic honchos 
were busy pointing out that Bob 
Dole probably does not have 
enough time to catch Clinton be¬ 
fore November. In fact, many De¬ 
mocrats feel the Kansas senator, 
like George Bush, will all but for¬ 
sake the state.

This gives hope to the Democ¬ 
rats’ belief that a big Clinton vic¬ 
tory here could translate into the 
Democrats retaking the Assembly 
and making inroads into the 
House. As state Democratic Party 
campaign adviser Bob Mulhol- 
land put it, “This is about Bill 
Clinton’s success; if Clinton’s boat 
rises, all boats rise.” 

As for the Clinton-Dole race 
nationwide, the president holds a 
solid lead over the GOP con¬ 
tender in two new polls. Howev¬ 
er, one of them shows the gap has 
narrowed in the past month, 
while the other shows it has 
widened. 

A CBS News/New York Times 
poll this week found 49 percent of 
respondents would vote for Clin¬ 
ton if the election were held this 
week, compared with 39 percent 
for Dole. Last month, a similar 
poll showed Clinton with a 53-36 
percent advantage. However, a 
Time magazine/CNN poll this 
week showed Clinton has in¬ 
creased his lead over Dole since 


last fall. If the election were held 
today, Clinton would get 55 per¬ 
cent of the vote to Dole’s 41 per¬ 
cent. A similar poll in December 
showed Dole with 42 percent, but 
Clinton attracting just 48 percent. 

In a three-way race with Clin¬ 
ton and Dole, Perot drew 18 per¬ 
cent support in the CBS/Times 
survey, the same as in a December 
1995 poll. The three-way match 
showed President Clinton with 44 
percent and Dole at 33 percent, 
suggesting that the diminutive 
Texan draws more or less the 
same from both major party can¬ 
didates. 

First Lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, who gave the state con¬ 
vention’s keynote speech, was 
greeted as a conquering hero and 
cheered long and loud¬ 
ly by the nearly 3,000 
in attendance. Her ap¬ 
pearance suggested 
that the Clinton cam¬ 
paign has resolved to 
confront head-on Re¬ 
publican efforts to de¬ 
monize the First 
Lady as an 
enemy of tra¬ 
ditional family 
values. Mrs. 
Clinton drew continuous stand¬ 
ing ovations as she stood her 
ground on issues like minimum 
wage, abortion and maintaining 
the ban on assault weapons. 

The First Lady heaped praise 
upon California’s Senators Fein- 
stein and Boxer, but did not speak 
on affirmative action, except to 
say that “the president believes 
that if we want to prepare Ameri¬ 
cans for the next century, we must 
make sure that no American who 
is qualified for higher learning is 
denied that opportunity because 
of systemic or historic forms of 
discrimination.” 

Politics and poker 

Ross Perot’s Reform Party is 
expected to hold its nominating 
convention (coronation?) August 
18-20, after the GOP convention 
but before the Democratic one. A 
reader points out that the Reform 
Party cannot wait until Labor Day 
(as Perot had wanted) because 
Montana, Ohio and Virginia re¬ 
quire newly qualified parties to 
certify their final nominees by Au¬ 
gust 24. 

Say what? The Grassroots 
Party, which would legalize mari¬ 
juana, will nominate San Francis¬ 
co activist Dennis Peron for pres¬ 
ident. 

The SF Republican Party is 
hoping to place at least one of 
their own on the Board of Supes 
this November, most probably 
popular former Commissioner 
Manny Rosales. 

New faces in Washington? At 
last count, 45 members of the 
House (27 Democrats, 18 Repub¬ 
licans) have decided not to seek 
re-election this year. 

Losing Municipal Court judge 
candidate Ron Albers has thrown 
his support to Kay Tsenin in the 
November runoff, as have Rober¬ 
ta Achtenberg and Tom Ammi- 
ano, two of Albers’ top support¬ 
ers. 

In Sacramento, the California 
Citizens Compensation Commit¬ 
tee, established by voters in 1990, 
voted unanimously last week to 
reject pay raises for top elected 
state leaders and the state’s 120 
legislators. At a $75,600 annual 
salary, with perks, lawmakers cur¬ 
rently make about $100,000 an¬ 
nually, while the governor and 
other constitutional officers re¬ 
ceive between $94,500 and 
$126,000 a year.

In South Carolina, the state 
Senate and House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittees approved bills this week 
that bar same-sex marriages in the 
state. The bill also refuses to rec¬ 
ognize any same-sex marriage 
that might be legal in any other 
state. 

A year ago New York play¬ 
wright and ACT UP founder 
Larry Kramer told me that his 
play, The Normal Heart, would be 
produced “very shortly” by super- 
star Barbra Streisand, but last 
week Kramer complained in a 
Daily Variety interview that 
Streisand is “dragging her feet un¬ 
necessarily” in her efforts to bring 
his work to the big screen. Kramer 
said he still wants her to do it, but 
only directing and starring, not 
producing: “As a producer, she 
leaves a lot to be desired.” Kramer, 
who has AIDS, added, “My health 
is deteriorating, and I would like 
very much to see the movie made 
while I’m alive.” 

Some of those attending the 
state’s Demo soiree this weekend 
thought Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein’s give-em-hell blast on Sat¬ 
urday (carried live by C-SPAN), in 
which she attacked the Wilson ad¬ 
ministration, sounded a bit like a 
gubernatorial campaign speech. 
Feinstein for Governor in ’98? 
Sign me up, Dianne. 

Meanwhile, President Clin¬ 
ton’s re-election campaign last 
week formally named former As¬ 
semblyman Tom Umberg of Gar¬ 
den Grove to head its effort to win 
this state’s 54 electoral votes in 
November. 

Everyone else is offering opin¬ 
ions on Mayor Willie Brown’s first 
100 days, so none here. Make up 
your own mind. Meanwhile, “I 
don’t have any failures” Brown, 
currently enjoying a 62 percent 
approval rating, held a 
highly-touted economic summit 
this week at the Fairmont, which 
drew leaders from business, labor, 
government and education. Inci¬ 
dentally, some of the mayor’s own 
gay/lesbian supporters are point¬ 
ing out that one of his campaign 
promises— holding an AIDS 
summit— has apparently landed 
on the back burner, at least tem¬ 
porarily. 

Meanwhile, San Francisco’s 
District Attorney Terence Halli- 
nan has become a national politi¬ 
cal celebrity. “Kayo” Hallinan has 
appeared twice in the past few 
weeks on 48 Hours , and the BBC 
will soon do a feature story on the 
city’s top prosecutor. 

In Sacramento, Chief Deputy 
State Controller Tony Miller re¬ 
signed his job last week to cam¬ 
paign full time for the adoption of 
the California Reform Act, which 
will be on the November 5 ballot.

Word is, at 
that meeting Murray threw atti¬ 
tude like a ditzy queen, and the 
permit people responded with 
some paraphrase of a classic New 
York saying: Fuck me? Hey, fuck 
you! No permit, no soliciting, no 
break-even. But hey - nice lifetime! 

Rumor had it that to avoid em¬ 
barrassment over the journalism 
awards, a number of professionals 
were recruited to pick five people 
from this big community for each 
category. Did it work? Well, Jack 
Fertig writes a great astrology col¬ 
umn, but I would think he falls in 
a different category than Best 
Journalist. 

Major quibble 

Then there’s the matter of Best 
Columnist. No quibble with half 
the award going to Michael Botkin. 
Definite quibble with this space 
not making the top five, consider¬ 
ing who did. More than a quibble 
with who was not only nominated 
but tied our Mr. Botkin— more 
like a hearty “Are you out of your 


ever-loving minds???” 

That would be - are you ready 
for this? - Nan Parks. You read 
that correctly - the totally ditzy

Yeah, that Nan Parks. I’ve had 
a theory on why that column 
keeps running and running even 
though its single gag has been old 
and tired for some time: insecuri¬ 
ty. Insecurity on the part of all the 
lesbian and gay transplants who 
fear coming out and moving to 
the Bay Area may not be enough 
to cleanse them of the unmistak¬ 
able aura of someone born and 
raised Middle American. In other 
words, “Nan Parks” is a straw dog 
set up to represent the average 
American heterosexual as being 
so ditzy and clueless that anyone 
aware enough to pick up and read 
a queer newspaper must be 
bright, sophisticated and special. 
Gee, can we whistle in the dark 
any louder? 

Curious phenomenon 

There’s a curious phenome¬ 
non at work here, peculiar but not 
exclusive to members of minority 
groups with shaky public images: 
a simultaneous superiority/inferi¬ 
ority complex about affiliation 
with the different group. Through 
this mechanism, someone can sit 
in a bar or club thinking she or he 
is just ever so “fabulous” and hav-

ing a better and more sophisticat¬ 
ed time than any het at those 
straight places, while mentally 
dissing someone else present for 
looking/being queer in a way she 
or he would not want to be con¬ 
sidered affiliated with out on the 
street. 

There are subsets of this mind¬ 
set. Some samples: The con artist 
who rips off queer organiza¬ 
tions or charities, rationaliz¬ 
ing it by telling her/him¬ 
self, “They’re just a bunch 
of tacky queers, I’m better 
than that.” (Can you say, in¬ 
ternalized homophobia de¬ 
spite being out— at least 
here, far from the folks?) 
The lesbian intellectual 
dilettantes who 
__think because 
they’re women 
consciously 
making 
women’s art, they and their cre¬ 
ations are “special” and sophisticat¬ 
ed. (Can you say, lightweights?) 

It’s almost as though being or¬ 
dinary were a sin, and people are 
afraid they’ll commit that sin. Ac¬ 
tually, it is a sin: it’s what some 
people dismiss as“assimilationist” 
(or whatever). But most “assimi¬ 
lated” lesbians and gays aren’t out 
to prove anything about how 
mainstream they can be despite 
their affectional orientation. And 
that’s what scares people: that 
coming out and queering up may 
not be enough to keep them from 
being ordinary. 

Why care? Some of our les- 
bian/gay(/etc.) culture is pro¬ 
found, and some of it’s just as 
tacky as anyone else’s tackiness. 
There’s no place to move where 
that won’t be so. Even if you’re 
here to “reinvent” yourself (look¬ 
ing like another wanker to us na¬ 
tives), the only people to whom it 
counts to come off as your rein¬ 
vented persona before that trans¬ 
formation is complete are the 
other transplants doing the same 
thing. Those of us who value re¬ 
gional cultures will take real peo¬ 
ple from wherever over rude “Cal¬ 
ifornia Dream” wannabes any day. 

Reinventing yourself into a 
Californian is done with manners 
and values - and appreciating that 
our regional culture wasn’t in¬ 
vented yesterday. We don’t have to 
invent a Nan Parks to ridicule to 
know we’re cool. And I wish other 
queers weren’t ditzy enough to 
have to do that, either. T

Steinem’s speech was marred 
by what appeared to be a snub to 
ACT UP/Los Angeles’s Jenny 
Guembes, a Latina PWA whose 
son is also HIV-positive. NOW 
national board member Hannah 
Olanoff told the B.A.R. that the 
woman was never on any official 
speaker’s list. After the march, 
ACT UP/LA members disputed 
this claim, adding that while two 
women of color with AIDS spoke 
at the rally, neither were Latino, 
the group that comprises the 
fastest-growing segment of the 
population contracting HIV. 

Just as Steinem was pumping 
up the crowd to demand inclusion 
in the system and to use the power 
of the ballot box to achieve it, 
NOW organizers were linking arms 
clinic-defense style to prevent 
Guembes from taking the stage. 
Members of ACT UP were wrestled 
to the ground but not arrested. 

The incident seemed to under¬ 


score to some activists the existing 
rifts between NOW and the AIDS 
community. Activists say they have 
tried but failed to engage the orga¬ 
nization in awareness of 
HIV/AIDS in women. For exam¬ 
ple, while the march emphasized 
the need for universal health care, 
nowhere on the flyer or in the press 
literature was AIDS mentioned, 
despite that it is now the number 
one cause of death for all Ameri¬ 
cans between the ages of 25 and 44. 

Otherwise, the day combined 
hope and activism, as a bevy of 
seasoned movement spokesper¬ 
sons, as well as youngsters with 
their rose-colored glasses firmly in 
place, spent most of Sunday 
marching for a laundry list of caus¬ 
es all but abandoned in the Repub¬ 
lican Party platform. The Rev. Jesse 
Jackson stirred the crowd up with 
his usual mix of poetry and poli¬ 
tics, reminding people to get out 
and vote the Republicans out of of¬ 
fice this November. 

Mayor Brown addressed the 
crowd, as did Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano, Susan Leal, Barbara 


Kauffman, and Sue Bierman. Am¬ 
miano told the B.A.R. he enjoyed 
seeing the large gay and lesbian 
contingent, both locally and from 
out of state. On stage, Ammiano 
told the appreciative crowd, “Pete 
Wilson has something stuck in his 
throat— the truth.” 

Many of the day’s participants 
had a hard time deciding which 
contingent to join. Olanoff com¬ 
mented that Americans are finally 
understanding “that the attacks 
on us are getting so serious.” 

While National Park estimates 
predictably gauged a mere 13,000 
marchers, Olanoff said peak 
march attendance was 50,000. “It 
was a real flow of people at differ¬ 
ent times and different places,” she 
said. As for the police estimates, 
she commented, “You put 12 peo¬ 
ple in a room, and they will say 
there were three.” 

Other speakers included Dolores 
Huerta of United Farm Workers of 
America; Lisa Tiger, Native Ameri¬ 
can AIDS educator; and Paul Rock¬ 
well, from Angry White Guys for Af¬ 
firmative Action. ▼ 
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Journalism’s high 
(school) standard

C ompetently covering the 
“gay beat” is a rarity at some 
major dailies. For high 
school newspapers, that effort is 
even more exceptional - and wor¬ 
thy of encouragement. 

Such an achievement can be 
found in the March 7 issue of the 
Ukiahilite , a bi- (sometimes tri-) 
weekly newspaper published by 
“the Ukiah High School journal¬ 
ism staff and other interested per¬ 
sons.” This edition features a 
“Point/Counterpoint” page, de¬ 
voted to an analysis of a proposal 
by the school’s Gay/Straight Al¬ 
liance encouraging teachers to 
hang rainbow triangles in their 
rooms “to symbolize the safety of 
these classrooms for gay or bisex¬ 
ual students.” 

The “pro” argument - offered 
by newspaper staff - is an elo¬ 
quent manifesto, by any standard. 
The argument comprehends the 
need to affirm not only students 
who are out, but those who are 
still closeted; visible signs of sup¬ 
port in the classroom reach every 
student, but no particular stu¬ 
dent. As the article states: “To 
some, the triangles may seem 
meaningless, but to others they 
may mean everything. ... Seeing 
this triangle each day may give 
them hope.” 

The “pro” side notes that this 


“small token of awareness” would 
benefit all students - “The trian¬ 
gle will help straight people end 
their ideas of‘them’ and ‘us.’” The 
column concludes: “Years of 
holding back and misunder¬ 
standing requires society to take 
a step toward acceptance. The 
triangles are only a symbol of 
that understanding. They are to 
be a beginning, or rather, 
society’s first small step 
toward an understand¬ 
ing. In the end, the tri¬ 
angle showing diversity 
may really show us that 
we all share the com¬ 
mon thread of hu¬ 
manity.” 

The “con” - or 
counterpoint - is, ex¬ 
pectedly, less-satisfying. Signifi¬ 
cantly though, it is not particu¬ 
larly homophobic. The author 
advances an argument that is at 
least more reasonable - and 
much less hateful - then the reac¬ 
tionary rhetoric typical of older 
(but not wiser) PTA bigots and 
school board fundies. This stu¬ 
dent journalist opens with the 
immediate observation: “There is 
no question today that people of 
minority status should have the 
right to feel accepted and safe 
from ridicule. Young people espe¬ 
cially need to feel secure, and 
content with who and what they 
are.” She argues, instead, that the 
triangles could be construed as 


political expression, and - if all 
groups were allowed such expres¬ 
sion - classrooms are at risk for 
becoming nothing but free- 
speech bulletin boards (“Not that 
our public schools are any kind of 
paragon for learning, but they are 
public—”). 

At press time, the school 
administration had not yet 
resolved the issue. If 
administrators read 
their students’ press, 
however, then the deci¬ 
sion could actually be 
informed.

NCLR celebration 
in the works

A celebration to recognize the 
San Francisco-based Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian 
Rights, as it begins its twentieth 
year of advocating for lesbian 
mothers, is planned for June 7 at 
the Delancey Street Town Hall. 
The event is only two months 
away, and volunteers are being 
sought now, to help set up and or¬ 
ganize the event. 

Highly publicized custody 
case defeats - by Florida’s Mary 
Ward, who lost custody of her 
daughter to an admitted murder¬ 
er ex-husband, and by Sharon 
Bottoms in Virginia - could easi¬ 
ly make one assume little progress 
has been made since 1977, when 
NCLR began working in the spe¬ 
cialized field of law. Actually, its 
perseverance has greatly changed 
lesbians’ legal rights since attor¬ 
ney Donna Hitchens started it as 
The Lesbian Rights Project. Aided 
by several Bay Area law students, 
she opened the project as a public 
interest law firm devoted exclu¬ 
sively to eking out justice for les¬ 
bian mothers and potential 
mothers. 

Eventually it drew the atten¬ 
tion of other like-minded civil 
rights attorneys in San Francisco, 
including Roberta Achtenberg - 
who accepted a “pitiful” salary of 
around $20,000 per year when 
coming on board as the first staff 
attorney, Hitchens said. 

The philosophy behind the 
Lesbian Rights Project was both 
simple and complex, Hitchens 
told the B.A.R. “At that time there 
were a couple of public interest 
law firms in the country working 
on gay rights, but none of them 
focused particularly on lesbians. 


My vision was to start a public in¬ 
terest law firm that would eventu¬ 
ally have a national focus, but 
would begin on a local basis.” 

She remained until 1983. 

Achtenberg oversaw the 
group’s transition into the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights 
(NCLR), and remained the exec¬ 
utive director until 1990. That 


year she was elected to the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors as 
part of the Lavender Sweep, and 
Hitchens became the first open 
lesbian to be elected Superior 
Court Judge in San Francisco. 

Today, NCLR’s work on behalf 
of lesbian mothers and gay-relat¬ 
ed family issues is unsurpassed in 
the country. T 


At issue: 37 percent mark-up 

Stadtlanders 
boycott threatened

HI possible boycott of Pennsyl- 
vania-based pharmacy 
Stadtlanders is under con¬ 
sideration by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate over what it calls “price 
gouging” of Merck’s protease in¬ 
hibitor Crixivan. 

The pharmacy says that the 
group’s information is “funda¬ 
mentally inaccurate.” 

Stadtlanders gained interna¬ 
tional publicity when it sponsored 
the massive, miles-long rainbow 
flag carried during the 25th an¬ 
niversary of the NYC Stonewall 
Riot in 1994. 

According to ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, Indinavir will retail at $495 
per month with the 37 percent 
mark-up, and that means that 
thousands of people with AIDS 
will be unable to obtain the drug 
because it is priced out of reach. 
ACT UP said the pharmacy 
should immediately reduce its 
price. 

“Regarding ACT UP Golden 


Gate’s demands that Stadtlanders 
lower its price to a mark-up of 15 
percent, the fact is that approxi¬ 
mately 80% of individuals receiv¬ 
ing Crixivan from Stadtlanders 
will obtain Crixivan at a mark-up 
of between 5 and 16%— as a re¬ 
sult of contract prices with payers 
which Stadtlanders has agreed to 
meet. Public programs such as 
Medicaid and AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Programs are among those 
for which Stadtlanders adheres to 
deeply discounted contract 
prices,” said Stadtlanders spokes¬ 
woman Karen Jacobs 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has par¬ 
ticipated in a program in which 
Stadtlanders provides space for 
retail fundraising and has indicat¬ 
ed they will withdraw from the 
program unless they receive a sat¬ 
isfactory explanation of the mark¬ 
up. 

“Stadtlanders remains com¬ 
mitted to assisting health-related 
organizations raise funds through 
its Wellness Center gift shop,” Ja¬ 
cobs said. 

Indinavir is not available to 


people who have been denied cov¬ 
erage by their insurance compa¬ 
nies, and is not available to people 
who seek the drug from a state-as¬ 
sisted AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. The drug is in short supply 
and is solely available through the 
mail order pharmacy 

Patients who have income of 
more than $20,000 a year will be 
unable to receive financial assis¬ 
tance for the drug. 

“One would expect less than a 
15 percent mark-up, since they 
are the sole distributors of the 
drug,” said San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation treatment expert Ron 
Baker. 

The drug is in short supply, 
and must be taken on a regular 
dosing schedule or resistance sets 
in. 

“You can’t skip a dose or go to 
lower doses because it renders the 
drug ineffective,” Baker said. 

According to ACT UP 
spokesperson Kate Krauss, if a 
boycott is called because of the 
drug’s mark-up, it would not in¬ 
clude the drug itself. ▼ 
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Kaposi’s sarcoma 
study starts at Stanford

A n important clinical trial 
with patients with Kaposi’s 
sarcoma is being launched 
at Stanford University to deter¬ 
mine the benefits of a unique 
light-activated therapy, re¬ 
searchers said Friday, April 5. 

The study of patients with the 
cancer, which is rare in the gener¬ 
al population but common 
among people with AIDS, will 
evaluate a photosensitizer, Lu-Tex 
by Pharmacyclics, Inc., which 
homes in on diseased tissue, then 
is activated with light, said oncol¬ 
ogist Dr. Alan Yuen. 

The drug, which has shown 
preliminary promise in treating 
other cancers, stands to be of par¬ 
ticular use to blacks and other 
highly pigmented patients, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

When the drug absorbs light 
energy, it produces excited-state 
oxygen molecules in the diseased 
tissues. These molecules destroy 
the affected cells - without dam¬ 
aging healthy surrounding tissues. 

Part of a growing cancer treat¬ 
ment field called photodynamic 
therapy, or PDT, which uses light 
to zap cancer cells, Lu-Tex - short 
for lutetium-texaphyrin - differs 
from other compounds in that it 
is activated by a wavelength of vis¬ 
ible light capable of penetrating 


deeply through tissue, blood, and 
skin pigments such as melanin. 

Currently used photosensitiz¬ 
ers absorb light that can only pen¬ 
etrate superficial or small lesions. 

To date, Lu-Tex has been tested 
on breast and skin cancers, in¬ 
cluding malignant melanoma, at 
two other sites conducting pre¬ 
liminary safety and dosage evalu¬ 
ations. 

Pharmacyclics is developing 
biometallic pharmaceuticals 
based on the synthesis of small 
molecules called porphyrins, 
which bind metals in a unique 
way and are capable of capturing 
and focusing forms of energy, in¬ 
cluding x-rays and light. Pharma¬ 
cyclics has developed so-called 
texaphyrins, which have a signifi¬ 
cantly larger central core and are 
thus able to carry ions of the large 
metals, such as lutetium, that 
allow the drug to be light-activat¬ 
ed. 

Stanford is the first center to 
enroll Kaposi’s sarcoma patients 
in the study. 

“We believe this generation of 
PDT agents deserves thorough 
clinical evaluation,” Yuen said. 

“They appear sufficiently ac¬ 
tive to become an important 
treatment if efficacy is established. 
This new technology can go be¬ 
yond surface lesions to treat deep 
or thick tumors and to activate a 
localized drug even through pig¬ 
mented tissues. This should allow 


treatment in highly pigmented in¬ 
dividuals, such as African-Ameri¬ 
cans.” 

Results from the breast and 
skin cancer trials at the University 
of Louisville and the Thompson 
Cancer Survival Center in 
Knoxville will be reported in June 
at a meeting of the American So¬ 
ciety of Photobiology.

Magazine pay the legal fees 
\ from a lawsuit over the 
original name of their magazine 
(formerly you-know-what) will 
be held on Sunday, May 19 in the 
South of Market area.

After recovering from the 
sticker shock of a preliminary 
legal response to the suit, the gang 
at one of the country’s only les¬ 
bian magazines decided to go 
with the flow, or the curve as the 
case may be, and changed their 
name beginning with the January 
1996 issue. 

But they still have a $50,000 
tab to pay off, and are planning a 
series of fundraising parties 
here, in St. Croix, Virgin Is 
lands, New York and 
Chicago to help make 
it go away. 

Publisher and co¬ 
founder Frances 
“Franco” Stevens said 
she had mo¬ 
ments of 
wondering if 
she was in¬ 
volved in 

something co-dependent rather 
than stoking the engines of 
change for lesbian Americans. 
“The misconception is that we’re 
this huge entity and that’s why 
we’re slick and glossy,” said 
Stevens. But, as with most news¬ 
papers and magazines, ad rev¬ 
enues pay for paper and printing 
costs, and salaries that rarely com¬ 
pete with the mainstream press.

cyclics. 

KS originates in the skin, 
forming highly pigmented, blood- 


filled tumors. 

The study, conducted on an 
outpatient basis, involves injecting 
the patient with the drug, then il¬ 
luminating the tumor. 

The researchers caution it is 
too early to know the true bene¬ 
fits of the therapy, and more stud¬ 
ies are needed to ascertain its risks 
and effectiveness. 

The Phase I multi-center trial 
was cleared by the Food and Drug 
Administration in late 1995. ▼

Both godfathers have since 
died of AIDS. 

“Ever since that happened 
we’ve always supported AIDS or¬ 
ganizations,” said Keer. 

“We just made a conscious de¬ 
cision to help. When we can do 
something for AIDS fundraisers, 
we do it,” he added.

Alternative therapies symposium 
to be held in Seattle 


by Hakeem Oseni II 


A one-day symposium for 
medical researchers and 
practitioners entitled “AIDS 
and Alternative Medicine: Cur¬ 
rent State of the Science” will be 
held April 28 at Bastyr University 
in Seattle, WA. 

The program hopes to bring 
together leading scientists and 
clinicians from around the coun¬ 
try to present their current re¬ 
search in alternative therapies for 
HIV/AIDS. 

Bastyr University is the only 
regionally accredited education 
and research center for alterna¬ 
tive, natural medicine in the 
country. In 1994 the university’s 
research institute received a three- 
year grant from the National In¬ 
stitute of Health to conduct the 
first nationwide study of these 
therapies. 

There are many members of 
the HIV/AIDS community who 
utilize alternative medical treat¬ 
ment, which is defined as “any 
treatment (substance or modality) 
that is used by or prescribed to 
HIV+ patients that is not an FDA- 
approved pharmaceutical sub¬ 
stance or device, or FDA-approved 
substances or devices being used 
for indications and in doses not 


approved by the FDA for that 
agent or device,” according to a 
paper by the program’s leader, Dr. 
Leanna Standish, Director of Re¬ 
search of Bastyr University. 

“I hope that the work of the 
newly created research center will 
be a step toward finding a medical 
solution to the AIDS crisis,” Dr. 
Standish said. 


The John Bastyr College of 
Naturopathic Medicine was 
founded in 1978 to train naturo¬ 
pathic physicians with a specific 
approach. The private non-profit 
institution now includes pro¬ 
grams in acupuncture, Oriental 
medicine, nutrition and applied 
behavioral sciences. 

Registration fees are $125 for 


practitioners, $110 for Bastyr 
University alumni and $75 for 
students.

Hawaii faces boycott 
threats from the right

W hile Hawaii state legisla¬ 
tors pursue last-ditch ef¬ 
forts to ban same-sex 
marriages, conservative religious 
groups on the mainland are wast¬ 
ing no time in threatening to boy¬ 
cott Hawaii as a tourist destination. 

The target of the religious 
groups’ threat is Hawaii’s $10 bil- 
lion-a-year tourist industry. Re¬ 
publican state Representative 
Deborah Whyman of Michigan 
said that she has held conversa¬ 
tions with religious right groups 
who have indicated that “unless 
something amazing happens, 
there will be a boycott. 

“They need to understand how 
we feel about this on the main¬ 
land.” 

Lou Sheldon, chairperson of 
the California-based Traditional 
Values coalition, was also quoted 
as saying, “The only thing we 
know that we can do now is have 
an economic boycott.” TVC is a 
conservative lobbying organiza¬ 
tion that claims to have 31,000 
churches as members. “If people 
want to go to the South Pacific,” 
said Sheldon, “we will urge them 
to go to other islands.” 

In the meantime, another 
Hawaii state Senate committee 
last week approved a bill that says 
the purpose of Hawaii’s marriage 


law is to preserve relationships be¬ 
tween a man and a woman. It was 
a last-minute legislative tactic 
used by the state Senate Con¬ 
sumer Protection Committee, 
headed by Senator Milton Holt, to 
try to give the state attorney gen¬ 
eral’s office some ammunition in 
its pending court battle against 
three same-gender couples who 
sued the state for refusing to grant 
them marriage licenses. 


However, Holt’s colleagues, in¬ 
cluding Senate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Rey Graulty, 
thought the issue was outside the 
Consumer Protection Commit¬ 
tee’s jurisdiction. 

The lawsuit is scheduled for 
another hearing in August this 
year before the Hawaii circuit 
court. A 1991 ruling by the state 
Supreme Court found that the de¬ 
nial of marriage licenses to the 
same-sex couples is a violation of 
the Hawaii constitutional clause 
of “equal protection.” The state 
has the burden of proof during 
the August hearing to show a 
“compelling interest” to continue 
banning same-sex marriages. 


Recently, both houses of the 
Hawaii state Legislature passed 
separate bills that they had hoped 
would influence, if not preempt, a 
decision on the issue by the judi¬ 
cial courts. The state Senate ap¬ 
proved a domestic partnership 
bill that grants same-sex couples 
most of the legal rights and bene¬ 
fits of heterosexual marriages. The 
House of Representatives, on the 
other hand, approved a bill that 


would ask Hawaii voters to decide 
on an amendment defining mar¬ 
riage as existing solely between a 
man and a woman. Neither of the 
bills have become law, because 
they have not been passed jointly 
by both houses of the legislature. 

Tourist officials and business 
leaders in Hawaii are maintaining 
a “wait and see” attitude, noting 
that both sides in the same-sex 
marriage debate have threatened 
a boycott if they did not get their 
way. Gay rights advocates, on one 
hand, believe that if same-sex 
marriage becomes legal in Hawaii, 
there will be a surge in tourism 
from gay couples traveling to the 
islands. ▼

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New Republic gay editor 

Andrew Sullivan resigns

ndrew Sullivan stunned 
both his own staff and offi- 
$ w cial Washington with the 
twin announcements, April 12, 
that he is stepping down as editor 
of The New Republic at the end of 
May, and that he is HIV positive. 
He will continue writing for the 
magazine as a senior editor and 
work on a second book. First as a 
writer, then as editor, Sullivan be¬ 
came one of the most influential 
voices on gay and AIDS issues in 
the mainstream press. Among his 
most notable efforts were Here 
Comes the Groom: A [conserva¬ 
tive] case for gay marriage in 1989, 
Gay Life, Gay Death in 1990, and 
Gay America, Straight America in 
1994. 

Heads turned five years ago 
when he was named editor of 
TNR, the venerable and perhaps 
most influential magazine of po¬ 
litical thought in the nation. The 
lad was only 28, openly gay, 
doggedly Catholic, and gasp— 
conservative! 

Now he is stepping down after 
250 issues. “I’ve done it longer, 
continuously, than either of my 
predecessors, and it just seemed 
right,” he told the New York Times. 

Sullivan maintains that his 
HIV infection has nothing to do 
with the decision. He has known 
his sero status for three years and 
says it is the result of “an acci-

dent,” not reckless behavior. As he 
told the Washington Post, “I really 
believe I will be in the first gener¬ 
ation to survive HIV.” 

He did not speak earlier of his 
own HIV condition because he 
felt it would become the defining 
prism through which many read¬ 
ers would view the magazine. And 
he confessed to feeling greatly re¬ 
lieved at having the secrecy lifted, 
comparing it to a second coming 
out. 

“Post-ideological” is a term 
Sullivan used to describe TNR in 
an extended interview last May. “I 
am constantly attempting and 
failing to persuade people that we

are not liberal or conservative. It 
is precisely those paradoxes that I 
am trying every week to avoid, or 
to get around, or to talk in a dif¬ 
ferent language.” 

He said then that he was com¬ 
mitted to staying with the maga¬ 
zine through the 1996 elections. 
Some have pointed to this fact as 
indicative of perhaps other rea¬ 
sons for his sudden departure. 
While his tenure has brought 
journalism awards and increased 
profitability, it also has been filled 
with editorial tension as many of 
TNR’s established names have 
moved on. 

Ruth Shalit, Sullivan’s most 
shining proteg£, recently took a 
leave of absence, but for other rea¬ 
sons. She had been buffeted by 
charges of plagiarism in a series of 
her work. She maintained the 
mistakes were the unintentional 
results of working with a split 
screen computer program. But 
their repeated occurrence under¬ 
mined her credibility. 

Both Sullivan and TNR owner 
Martin Peretz denied that the ed¬ 
itor’s departure was anything but 
voluntary. 

Sullivan’s next book will be on 
the subject of “friendship,” also 
for Knopf, the house which pub¬ 
lished Virtually Normal last fall to 
excellent reviews and sales. It 
seems likely that, relieved of edi¬ 
torial burdens, he will in fact be 
writing more often for TNR and 
other magazines.T

delayed at least a year. 

“Thousands of dollars won’t 
come back to the community, and 
that bothers me,” Hermanson 
said. 

An interdepartmental meeting 
of city departments and Street 
Fair organizers scheduled for 
April 11 to coordinate permit, 
traffic and other aspects of the 
event was abruptly canceled to 
give organizers an opportunity to 
meet with merchants and others 
over the issue, but Hermanson 
said that no official date has been 
set for the meeting. 

Hermanson isn’t the only one 
concerned about the event, said 
new Castro Street Fair board 
member Ed Goehring. 

Goehring, who works part 
time for the corporation, and 
well-known gay artist Frank 
Pietronigro recently were added 
to the board. 

“I’ve asked to see the bylaws, 
the articles of incorporation, fi¬ 
nancial reports and a mission 
statement. It’s been ten days now, 
and even I haven’t seen the stuff 
yet.” Goehring said. 

According to Internal Revenue 
Service spokesman Larry Wright, 
non-profit groups which have 
gross receipts of $25,000 a year or 
more are required to file IRS 
Form 990, a financial report de¬ 
tailing revenues, expenses and 
compensation paid to members 
of the corporation’s board of di¬ 
rectors. 

A review of the Castro Street 
Fair’s 1994 federal tax form shows 
the Fair began the fiscal year with 
a cash balance of $27,200 and had 


a total revenue of $68,635 and ex¬ 
penses of $78,963— which in¬ 
cluded $55,000 in professional 
fees to independent contractors. 
The group spent $16,430 on oc¬ 
cupancy, rent utilities and main¬ 
tenance. It closed the fiscal year 
with a balance of $19,803 

One of the independent con¬ 
tractors receiving cash compensa¬ 
tion for services rendered in 1994 
was controversial former CSF 
president Richard Thomas, also 
known as “Rick Slick,” who re¬ 
ceived $35,590 in cash compensa¬ 
tion. 

CSF Board member Pablo 
Heising told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the cash payment was to 
compensate Thomas for his nine 
previous years of service in pro¬ 
ducing the annual event when he 
“didn’t get a penny and worked 
for free. 

“It amounts to $3,500 a year. 
Nobody’s getting rich, ” Heising 
said 

Although Heising said he was¬ 
n’t certain that federal tax docu¬ 
ments detailing expenses for 1995 
were available from the corpora¬ 
tion’s accountant or even com¬ 
plete, he said that Thomas’s com¬ 
pensation for the 1995 period was 
$ 10 , 000 . 

The Bay Area Reporter has filed 
a written request with the Internal 
Revenue Service to make the tax 
documents, including payments 
to independent contractors and 
other expenses, available for re¬ 
view. 

Heising said that Thomas is no 
longer the president of the CSF 
board and will be leaving the 
board at the end of the year.

Vaccine efficacy trials

M any scientists believe it 
will be possible to devel¬ 
op a vaccine to protect 
against HIV infection or disease. 
But they don’t begin to agree what 
such a vaccine would look like or 
how it would work. The most rea¬ 
sonable approaches, similar to 
vaccines for other viral diseases, 
are in different stages of develop¬ 
ment and testing, but the only real 
test to see if a vaccine works 
will be a carefully de¬ 
signed Field efficacy 
trial for each plausi¬ 
ble approach, without 
knowing the answer in 
advance. Here’s why. 

Unlike treatments for 
sick people, vaccines are 
only put to the test 
when vaccinated in¬ 
dividuals are later ex¬ 
posed to HIV. The 
early, Phase 1 and Phase 2 tests of 
candidate vaccines look for safety 
and the nature of the immune re¬ 
sponse that the vaccine elicits. But 
we don’t know yet what immune 
response it would take to protect 
someone, so these immune re¬ 
sponses can’t really be used to 
predict the outcome of an efficacy 
trial. 

Even if some participants in a 
Phase 1 or Phase 2 trial get infect¬ 
ed (which happened with gpl20), 
this only means that the vaccine is 
not 100% effective, and no vac¬ 
cine is. In order to determine effi¬ 
cacy at all you must have a large 
trial with an equally large placebo 
group for comparison. You ab¬ 
solutely have to put vaccines of 
unknown efficacy into otherwise 
healthy people, some of whom 
must become exposed and infect¬ 
ed during the trial. This immedi¬ 


ately raises several important 
problems. 

Who is at risk? 

You need to be able to find out 
who is at risk and what their level 
of risk is in order to enroll those 
people in the trial, and to deter¬ 
mine how big the trial must be, 
and how long. This is because you 
need a certain number of infec¬ 
tions in the placebo group for 
comparison to the vaccine group. 

The higher the risk, the fewer 
participants you need and the 
sooner you’ll have an answer. The 
highest documented seroconver¬ 
sion rates are currently cer¬ 
tain populations in Asia 
and Africa. So plans are 
underway to do some 
vaccine trials in Thai¬ 
land, Uganda, and 
other countries. There 
are two potential draw¬ 
backs to this ap¬ 
proach. First, several 
of the candidate vac¬ 
cines are only avail¬ 
able for the strain of HIV in the 
Americas and Europe. Second, 
the countries’ willingness to par¬ 
ticipate is often colored by the se¬ 
riousness of their epidemic and 
the lack of other ways to treat it. 
Great care must be taken not to 
use these countries strictly as 
testing sites (guinea pigs) for 
Western medicine. In addition, 
there are logistical complications 
in places where medical technol¬ 
ogy is less readily available: re¬ 
frigeration, lab facilities for 
analysis, ability to get partici¬ 
pants to return many times over 
a long period of vaccinations and 
follow up. 

Consequently, it is generally 
thought that these same vaccines 
also need to be tested here, for sci¬ 
entific, ethical, and marketing rea¬ 
sons. In the U.S., which has the 
highest AIDS rates in the devel¬ 


oped world, the most easily iden¬ 
tifiable vulnerable populations are 
gay men, injection drug users, and 
women who have been to STD 
clinics. Vaccine preparedness 
studies are occurring at eight sites 
around the country with these 
populations, where it is believed 
the rate of new infections is 
around 2% per year even with 
regular testing and counseling. 
These preparedness studies are 
looking at actual infection rates, 
behavior change, willingness to 
participate in efficacy trials, and 
other prevention interventions 
such as microbicides or behavior 
change programs. 

Will their risk change? 

Researchers are ethically oblig¬ 
ated to make every reasonable ef¬ 
fort to reduce this rate of infec¬ 
tion, in spite of needing infections 
to prove if a vaccine works. This 
potential conflict is well recog¬ 
nized, and researchers are aware 
of their obligations to do risk re¬ 
duction counseling with trial par¬ 
ticipants. There are also discus¬ 
sions of what level of behavioral 
training should be required. If 
participants in a vaccine trial 
change their rate of exposure, less 
because they are getting counsel¬ 
ing and regular testing, or more 
because they think they are pro¬ 
tected, you may not be able to 
evaluate the vaccine accurately. 

How can you tell who was 
exposed? 

You can’t. So you need enough 
participants to guarantee an over¬ 
all average exposure rate. 

How can you determine 
the level of protection? 

With a randomized, blinded 
clinical trial. One of the great dis¬ 
coveries of modern science is the 
power of randomized clinical tri-

als. This marriage of medicine 
and statistics is the only known 
way to compensate for bias and 
chance to determine the efficacy 
of a treatment or vaccine. The 
basic idea is seductively simple. 
Give the treatment to some peo¬ 
ple and withhold it from an equal 
number. See how many get better 
(or get infected). If there is a sta¬ 
tistically significant difference you 
can be mathematically certain 
that the treatment or vaccine is 
better than no treatment, or a 
comparative one. This is particu¬ 
larly true for vaccines where you 
really have no idea who has been 
exposed and who may otherwise 
have become infected. If you get 
enough people to participate and 
put them totally randomly into 
the different parts, or arms of the 
trial, statisticians can tell you how 
large the trial must be, how long 
it must last, and with what degree 
of certainty you can answer your 
research question, based on the 
expected number of infections. 

For example, with a 2% annu¬ 
al infection rate, with one year to 
enroll and vaccinate participants, 
follow up for 2.5 years to count 
infections, and 5% loss from fol¬ 
low up, you would need roughly 
3000 participants in each arm 
(vaccine and placebo) of a trial. 
This size and length of trial would 
allow you to determine if the vac¬ 
cine is 40% or more effective with 
very good predictive ability. The 
cost of such a trial, in addition to 
the time until an answer (3.5 
years), and commitment of the 
thousands of at risk volunteers, 
would be as much as $25 or $30 
million. So you can see why com¬ 


panies or the government might 
be hesitant to jump into such a 
trial unless there is hope that the 
trial would help move the vaccine 
effort forward, even if the vaccine 
is found to be less effective than 
desired. 

Intermediate-sized trials 

An alternative approach to 
make this decision easier to swal¬ 
low is to run an intermediate or 
‘proof of concept’ trial with half 
as many participants (about 1500 
per arm). This would only gener¬ 
ate one fourth as much data with 
considerably less certainty, but it 
would allow for a faster trial (2 
years vs. 3.5), less cost and risk, 
and would give the ability to tell if 
the tested vaccine was poor and 
not worth pursuing (less than 
30% effective), very good (greater 
than 60% effective), or some¬ 
where in the middle. This might 
mean that another full efficacy 
trial would have to follow to get a 
more exact indication of efficacy, 
but it would answer some very 
important questions. General 
thinking now is that this is the 
size of trial that would occur first 
with current products in devel¬ 
opment. It has definite advan¬ 
tages and drawbacks but is seen 
as more politically and logistical- 
ly feasible. 

It is very important to under¬ 
stand that a successful trial is one 
that asks important research 
questions and answers those 
question definitively, not neces¬ 
sarily one that leads to a licensable 
vaccine. One great hope is that 
initial efficacy trials will help an¬ 
swer important secondary ques¬ 
tions that will help develop better 
vaccine candidates, and make 
later trials easier to decide upon 
and design. ▼

t’s time once again to honor 
this year’s Scabie winners. 
This honor is so called be¬ 
cause scabies - a minor venereal 
beastie - is part of the movement 
and is typically donated by a 
friend or acquaintance, but is in 
fact a nuisance we’d all be willing 
to do without. This year there are 
Scabies given in three categories: 
Corporate (Serono Corporation), 
Business (the viatical companies), 
and Community (ACT UP/SF). 

Serono has acted so erratically 
that it’s difficult to pin them down 
- difficult but not impossible. The 
first charge against them has to do 
with the cost of Human Growth 
Hormone. Since it is an investiga¬ 
tional new drug and not ap¬ 
proved, they cannot charge for it. 
But because activists were so des¬ 
perate, a special deal was worked 
out whereby Serono gets to bill for 
the drug under “cost recovery.” 
They claim that cost recovery 
amounts to $150 a day. 

Activists aren’t real happy 
about this, and ACT UP/GG has 
demanded that the price be cut in 
half, which still probably allows 
Serono an ungodly profit. After 
all. Bovine Growth Hormone, a 
very near substitute, is produced 
for a few cents a shot. 

In addition, Serono has the 
double-faced demeanor of many 
new pharmaceutical corporations. 
When confronted with complaints 
from some unknown customer, 
they tend to completely ignore 
them. But if a notable activist gets 
them on the phone, they are all 
friendly and helpful. This makes it 
difficult for people to get a clear 
understanding of where Serono is 
coming from, or going to. 

Finally, there are Serono’s sci¬ 
entific skills, which seem so bad 
that even Roche looks good in

comparison. This became evident 
last month, at a special meeting 
between Serono, the FDA and ac¬ 
tivists to consider approval for 
HGH. It was an odd meeting. The 
activists presented data which 
seemed to clearly prove that the 
drug worked, but the data pre¬ 
sented by Serono was so weak that 
the FDA couldn’t bring themselves 
to approve it. “I believe it works,” 
said one Fed, “but I can’t justify it 
on the basis of these results.” 

After the meeting, the 
activists stayed with 
the FDA and talked 
their ears off, finally 
winning a temporary 
approval - if Serono 
agreed to some minor 
studies. Elated, the 
activists broke 
the news to 
Serono, who 
were unen¬ 
thused. “We’ll consider it and get 
back to you,” they answered. The 
activists were amazed and horri¬ 
fied. “We’ll talk to you on Mon¬ 
day,” said a Serono spokesperson. 
“If you still have a job,” an activist 
responded. 

It’s hard to figure out why 
Serono is acting this way. One hy¬ 
pothesis is that they don’t want 
HGH approved, so they can keep 
charging their “cost recovery” fee. 
Whatever the reason, their behav¬ 
ior has earned them a Scabie. 

90 cents on the dollar 

Nowadays, you can scarcely 
open a gay publication, particu¬ 
larly one of the “slicks,” without 
encountering several ads for “vi¬ 
atical corporations.” These corpo¬ 
rations offer to buy the life insur¬ 
ance of PWAs, paying 70,80 or 90 
cents on the dollar, so that you 
can spend it now, instead of it 
going to your mom and siblings. 
It sounds like a fine idea, provid¬ 
ed you don’t look at it too closely. 

For one thing, there’s that 10 



cents on the dollar they charge. A 
far better approach (pointed out 
in AIDS Treatment News) is to go 
to a wealthy relative and make out 
the insurance to them, in return 
for 100 percent of the insurance 
money. Thus you avoid all the pa¬ 
perwork and the skimming. 

Of course, this assumes a high 
level of trust between you and 
your wealthy relative. I for one 
would be hard-pressed not to go 
and make the deal with three 
of four relatives, as¬ 
suming that I had 
any life insurance 
in the first place. 

Aside from the 
obvious rip-offs, 
there’s something 
about these pitch¬ 
es that is defi¬ 
nitely slimy. 
They all tend to 
show PWAs, but 
staggeringly healthy PWAs. One 
add shows its owner, a smug 
guppy, smiling at the prospect of 
selling his wares. His look just 
makes me want to smack him. 

What really alarms me, 
though, is how many of these ads 
there are. Are we really enriching 
these dudes so much? I guess the 
answer must be yes, and this cer¬ 
tainly entitles them to a Scabie. 

All HIV negative 

Finally, we come to consider 
ACT UP/SF. It used to be the only 
ACT UP in the Bay Area, until 
they forced most of the PWAs to 
resign. This group, which became 
ACT UP/GG, is currently the cen¬ 
ter of activist activity in the re¬ 
gion. ACT UP/SF has dwindled to 
a few members, mostly playing on 
the media’s inability to tell one 
ACT UP from the other. 

Since the split, ACT UP/SF has 
drifted farther and farther into the 
outer fringe. They push DNCB,

need a certain number of people 
of the board,” he said. 

MUM and activist concern 
over the make-up of the CSF 
board is shared by the board, 
Heising said. The board is cur¬ 
rently attempting to recruit two 
other Castro area residents, in ad¬ 
dition to Goehring and Pietroni- 
gro, as members. 

As for direct cash contribu¬ 
tions to community groups or the 
15 percent requested by MUM, 


Heising said CSF could only give 
to groups who are federally tax- 
exempt non-profit organiza¬ 
tions— and that the CSF is look¬ 
ing into benefiting the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Center, once 
it receives non-profit tax-exempt 
status. 

Heising said the Street Fair has 
always given back to the commu¬ 
nity by helping out between ten 
and 30 community groups a year. 

“We’ve always provided a cer¬

recommend against using prophy¬ 
lactic drugs, and aggressively dis¬ 
rupt HIV informational meetings. 
It has always irritated me that they 
never zap the big guys, the hospi¬ 
tals - only the alternative settings. 
I’ve lost track of how many times 
they’ve raided Project Inform. 

And all of this disruption is 
covered, according to them, by 
traditional ACT UP philosophy: a 
bunch of activists willing to break 
the law in order to speak out. 

And that cover has served 
them well - until recently. At a re¬ 
cent forum they stood up and 
began to heckle the speakers, and 
to their amazement, some of the 
participants trashed them and 


threw them outside! 

Their dependence on the fail¬ 
ure of law turned out not to run 
so deep. Their trashed members 
agitated the police to arrest their 
assailants, but the cops just 
seemed amused. 

During the past few years, it 
seems that they have forfeited all 
their community support. Per¬ 
haps it’s because word has leaked 
out that the three regular mem¬ 
bers of ACT UP/SF are all HIV 
negative, which seems to under¬ 
mine their claim to the ACT UP 
philosophy. 

I’ve wondered how long such a 
group could play out. I’ve been 
amazed at the years they’ve lasted. 
But now I wonder if they can last 
much longer. I hope not. In the 
meantime, so they don’t get lone¬ 
ly, I’m awarding them a Scabie. T

perspectives in the 39th San Francisco 
International Film Festival

LI aunting as the size, scope and quality of the 39th annual San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Film Festival may be, screw your courage to the sticking point and go see 
something. Just don’t ask me what. Superlatives are no help when negotiating over 150 
individual cinematic visions from 50 countries, including Latvia, Tajikistan, Slovenia and Wales 
— but mostly the United States and France. 

This fabulous celebration of filmmaking, which subverts or escapes the Hollywood mass-market syn¬ 
drome, lets us see how the rest of the world sees itself — and us. The following eight microreviews indi¬ 
cate but don’t even put a dent in the infinite variety of perspectives on display. Please access a catalogue 
for play dates, times and places. 

Alpsee (Germany, 1994) is a meticulously structured, rigorously unrealistic evocation of a boy’s rela¬ 
tionship to his mother. In accordance with the gender norms of the ’60s, the two are separated by 
an immaculate domestic distance. Matthias Muller’s filming is so precise and clever, it’s impos¬ 
sible to distinguish between found footage and reenactment. Spliced into the confines of this 
superficial authenticity are some wildly surreal moments involving spilled liquids and 
sprouting plants. Free-associative edits make unex¬ 
pected analogies between red foods,

rag queens don’t always call themselves that. Just as often we hear terms like “illusionist,” “im¬ 
pressionist,” even the horsey “male actress.” In calling himself “the Lon Chaney of Drag,” Matthew 
Martin may be the only drag performer who gives equal credit to his male and female inspirations. His 
reference to the classically contorted, multi-faceted, sometimes freakish but usually sympathetic silent 
actor is not mere camp fancy. While Martin’s repertoire includes the staples of Davis, Crawford and Gar¬ 
land, like Chaney, he moves beyond pastiche and caricature and “inhabits” the characters he portrays. 
Martin lives in Anne Rice’s house in a sort of Stage Door setting with a group of fellow artistes. I had a 
chance to speak with him recently in connection with his newest vehicle, The Star, based on the 1952 
Bette Davis melodrama. As in Hush Up Sweet Charlotte, he plays the lead role and directs. Our 
meeting was as much performance as interview, with Martin comically weaving in and 
out of a multitude of voices, including Bea Arthur’s Maude. The following are excerpts 
from our fascinating conversation.

Rumor has it she was beyond 
the W.W’s means.) 

Wigstock’s entrepreneurs are 
hoping the event will raise at least 
$60-$80,000 for two local AIDS 
organizations, the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject and the Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center.

and cameras tightly about them at 
the sight of all this horrific de¬ 
bauchery.

West Coast literati hosts 
third annual Readers and 
Writers Conference

A ccessibility is the watch¬ 
word for the third annu¬ 
al Readers and Writers 
Conference, scheduled for 
April 19-21 at the Women’s 
Building (3543 18th St). For a 
mere $10, attendees will enjoy 
unlimited access to lesbians 
and gays and people of color in 
readings, performances and 
workshops that address con¬ 
cerns close to the hearts of 
today’s engaged queer literati. 

Though somewhat similar 
to the annual Outwrite Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Writers 
Conference, the Readers and 
Writers Conference, which has 
been bankrolled by A Different Light Bookstore, is an unabashed¬ 
ly West Coast event. With few exceptions, the roster is filled most¬ 
ly with local talent, and in a literary town like San Francisco, that 
roster boasts quite a few nationally recognized writers. 

“Outwrite is more of a publishing industry event,” says Caroline 
Boyden, conference coordinator. “This is for established writers, but 
also for people who like to read and for beginning authors.” 

Tommi Avicolli Mecca, conference co-coordinator, says that 
quite a lot of energy went into outreach to queers of color and 
young writers as well as local professionals. 

The efforts of both Boyden and Mecca to reach out to the com¬ 
munity are reflected in the expansive themes of the panel discus¬ 
sions planned for the Conference, which will include: “International 
Writing” (Saturday, April 20,4:15-5:30 p.m.), a discussion featuring 
queer voices from Russia, Sri Lanka, Mexico and Canada; Kris 
Kovick’s “Dyke Cabaret” (Sunday, April 21,12—1:15 p.m.), which 
examines the art of cabaret and how to do it; “Editorial Ethics,” a 
journalist’s roundtable (Sunday, April 21,12 p.m. — 1:15 p.m.), 
about the ethics of the written word, to be moderated by Akiba On- 
a’da-Sikwoia, the new editor of Sinister Wisdom, a lesbian literary 
journal; and "Switch Hitters” (Saturday, April 20,2:45 — 4 p.m.), 
about dykes who write gay male porn and gay men who write les-

A Manhattan gay cable 
access show recently devoted a 
whole installment to two new 
productions, The Tragic and Hor¬ 
rible Life of the Singing Nun and 
The Captain’s Boy. The latter was 
described as “a gay cross between 
The Snake Pit and The Pirates of 
Penzance .” Just think of the cre¬ 
ative juices that had to flow to 
conjure up yoking together those 
two! 

The Tragic ... draws from even 
more sources: It’s the Singing 
Nuns story laced with elements 
of The Flying Nun, The Sound of 
Music, and Valley of the Dolls.

Designing Briton 

Celebrity designer Ian MacNeil takes 
after celebrity father ... sort of

I n the hands of set designer Ian 
MacNeil and his lover, direc¬ 
tor Stephen Daldry, J.B. Priest¬ 
ley’s An Inspector Calls has been 
transformed from a stuffy, Edwar¬ 
dian parlor drama into a pierc¬ 
ingly surreal and visually stun¬ 
ning showcase for a team of vi¬ 
sionary young theatrical talents. 

In reconceiving Priestley’s 50- 
year-old potboiler, MacNeil and 
Daldry have eschewed the tradi¬ 
tional, overstuffed, upper-class set 
for one that evokes a bleak, social¬ 
ly conscious castigation of crimes 
committed under the guise of the 
British class system. There is an 
Edwardian home on the stage, but 
it perches precariously on stilts 
like a doll house about to be top¬ 
pled. It is the home of the Birlings, 
a well-heeled family in the throes 
of preparing for a family wedding. 
Then the inspector calls and the 
Birling house splits in two, swings 
open and exposes its interior set. 
As the inspector conducts his in¬ 
vestigation into the suicide of a 
young, pregnant, working-class 
woman, each member of the Bir¬ 
ling family, from the pompous 
patriarch to the soon-to-be-wed 
daughter, must physically climb 
down from the lofty manse and 
enter the real world below, where 
the constant, driving rain pelts the 
gray cobblestones. The inspector 
questions the family and the truth 
is revealed: each member of the 
family is in some way responsible 
for the young woman’s death. 

MacNeil and Daldry first pre¬ 
sented their revamped Inspector at 
the Royal National Theatre in 
1993. Lauded with every conceiv¬ 
able award and almost universally 
praised, the play crossed the At¬ 
lantic for a bow on Broadway in 
1994. Again, the play garnered 
shelves of awards for its entire 
production staff. Now the show 
has hit the road for a tour that has 
brought it to San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate Theatre. 

Best known for his eye-pop¬ 
ping designs for Inspector, Ian 
MacNeil has become something 
of a celebrity designer, constantly 
in demand and able to take his 
pick of projects. The acclaim for 
his designs has brought him into 
the spotlight, an unusual place for 
a behind-the-scenes artist. Mac¬ 
Neil has been forthcoming about 
his relationship with Daldry and 
about his relationship with his fa¬ 
ther, television journalist Robert 
MacNeil of The MacNeil-Lehrer 
News Hour. From Leeds in North¬ 
ern England where he is working 
on Cherubini’s Medea for Opera 
North, MacNeil discussed his pro¬ 
fessional and personal life and the 
impact An Inspector Calls has had 
on both. 

Kramerized 

Just before Inspector made its 
Broadway debut, playwright and 
AIDS activist Larry Kramer began 
rumblings in the press that the 
elder MacNeil had rejected his gay 
son. The opposite proved to be 
true, and the younger MacNeil 
and his father went public in sev¬ 
eral major interviews. “I came out 
to my father a long time ago,” 
MacNeil says. “Then Larry ex¬ 
ploited our relationship and my 
father’s position in the media for 
political reasons that I respect. I 


read in the press that my dad did¬ 
n’t love me because I was gay, but 
it wasn’t true, so we did an inter¬ 
view, which was exciting and quite 
healthy for our relationship. 

“I felt strongly about the expo¬ 
sure because as long as there is 
persecution, we need to bang on 
it. Gay people are part of families. 
We’re not spawned somehow 
through aberrations in our ado¬ 
lescence. We’re the products of 
mostly heterosexual households, 
and we’re loved by our parents. 
That’s powerful. It brings homo¬ 
sexuality to a human level. We 
don’t have horns or tails.” 

Born in England (his father 
was in the navy) and raised both 
in the U.S. and in Britain, the 36- 
year-old MacNeil, who still speaks 
with a British accent, considers 
himself more British than Ameri¬ 
can. He and Daldry, who is 34, live 
in a London flat, though they have 
recently purchased a home in the 
city and will soon move. Mac- 
Neil’s parents were in London re¬ 
cently and he recalls their dinner 
conversation. “Stephen and I were 
talking about how gay couples get 
a house, put all their energy into 
it, get it finished then split up,” he 
says. “My parents just laughed and 
said that what I had described was 
not exclusively a gay thing. That 
was quite nice. The more you go 
on, the more you find there aren’t 
that many things that divide us. 
Once we get over the pain from 
growing* up, it’s shocking how 
much we all share.” 

Not about gay coffee 

MacNeil has strong feelings 
about the queer movement. He 
admits that he is not at all plugged 
into “the scene” in America, but 
he says that in Britain, queer visi¬ 
bility has increased and so have 
his reservations. “We’re much 
more visible in London than we 


used to be: entirely gay streets in 
London, rainbow flags, t-shirts 
and all that. It’s great, but essen¬ 
tially, I don’t think it’s about t- 
shirts with snappy logos. We need 
to be defined by our abilities, our 
capabilities, our ability to relate to 
one another, not by our ability to 
consume. Young gays think that 
this is their only option, that they 
go to the gay street and drink ho¬ 
mosexual coffee. That’s progress, 
but you don’t have to like it. We 
can have ambivalence and be in 
other places. That’s the point: it’s a 
state of mind, not about acces¬ 
sories.” 

The phenomenal success of An 
Inspector Calls has resulted in 
some unexpected insecurity for 
MacNeil. “I suddenly thought In¬ 
spector was the only show I’d ever 
do,” he says. “I had to realize that 
everything I do won’t be an inter¬ 
national smash hit. I’ll have flop 
shows, and that’s okay. A flop 
doesn’t mean you’re bad designer, 
you just had a bad show. A set 
can’t be better than its show. 
Shows get the sets they deserve. A 
set can’t save a show, and I don’t 
think it can destroy the show ei¬ 
ther. Mar it, yes, but not destroy.” 

MacNeil uses words like 
“fraught” and “intense” to de¬ 
scribe what it’s like to work with 
Daldry, his boyfriend the director. 
“The work would still be intense 
if we weren’t in a relationship,” 
MacNeil says, “but you can say 
more. You can push each other to¬ 
wards better ideas. That’s what 
one’s aiming at: to make some¬ 
thing happen that won’t happen 
to one alone. That’s when theater 
works best, when you’re pushing 
each other’s parameters. I know 
when it happens, and I associate it 
with the relationship, but you 
don’t have to sleep together to do 
brilliant work.”

A.C.T.'s 'Cherry Orchard'

H ardly the bath of sentiment 
and regret that is the usual 
The Cherry Orchard, the 
new production at A.C.T. — 
spifly, speedy and quite swell — is 
the most thought-provoking, re¬ 
freshing Chekhov I've seen in a 
long time. 

Like Carey Perloff's Uncle 
Vanya two seasons ago, the land¬ 
scape and furnishings of this pro¬ 
duction (beautiful scenery by 
Kate Edmunds) contain surreal 
elements which help us see the ac¬ 
tion as the characters experience 
it. (Chekhov seemed to be moving 
away from reality, anyway; the 
play he didn't live to write after 
The Cherry Orchard was to have 
been set in Antarctica.) The cast, 
as directed by Barbara Damashek, 
acts in a traditional, albeit re¬ 
strained manner. It's just that, un¬ 
like other productions, in which 
the characters remain immature 
throughout, glorying in their self- 
inflicted tragedy, this version sees 
nearly all of them graduate to 
adulthood. They move on. 

Having lost both a husband 
and a young son, Madam 
Ranyevskaya has spent a number 
of years hiding in Paris, where she 
has behaved like a courtesan and 
been altogether too profligate 
with her estate's money. Now 
these resources are at an end and, 
with a retinue of sycophants in 
tow, she has returned home to 
join her brother and offspring in 
deciding what is to be done. The 
only sensible action, of course, is 
to sell the depleted cherry orchard 
that initially provided the family's 
fortune. But for various unrealis¬ 
tic, sentimental reasons, they 
delay, and thereby risk forfeiting 
their legacy, their future. 

The play is usually an exercise 
in regret, in which the family's fu¬ 
tile attempts to maintain their 
aristocratic values in an increas¬ 
ingly bourgeois world are seen as 
noble well past any reason. This 
production quite literally sweeps 
that idea out the nursery window. 
The characters are seen for the 
overgrown children they are, and 
there's little time for sentiment. 
Even Ranyevskaya, traditionally 


portrayed as a grand tragedienne 
a la Racine, is here almost, but not 
quite perceptibly, relieved to be 
done with the whole thing. Her 
final exit, the show's curtain, 
when she surveys her lost domain 
and sweeps offstage, is the Tony- 
winning moment for most ac¬ 
tresses, who milk it like latter day 
Bernhardts. Not so here, where a 
peck to the floorboards and a 
glide out the door betray the un¬ 
leashing of energies Ranyevskaya 
has had pent-up in reveries. This 
exit makes me assume she will be 
shipping that glorious red ball 
gown (divine costumes by Beaver 
Bauer) off to Paris, where she will 
end up as well, having a good 
time. 

Winners, losers 

So, rather than belittling the 
play's substance, this initially 
alarming post-modern produc¬ 
tion seems to fulfill it. This is a 
play about the snares of the past, 
certainly. But more to the point, 
it's about moving on: those who 
do, reap ...those who don't, weep. 
The lesson is clear. Varya, the self- 
deprecating daughter, is trapped 
by her personality and station; she 
packs up her grief in a suitcase 
and takes it with her, doomed, it 
would seem, to nanny-dom and 
spinsterhood. On the other hand, 
Gayev, the blubbering, ineffectual 
brother, gets a job and is sudden¬ 
ly on track. As for Madame 
Ranyevskaya, the future seems to 
be opening wide. And she knows 
it. Go, girl. 

And then there's an epilogue, 
beautifully envisioned by director 
Damashek, and delightfully ful¬ 
filled by actor Gerald Hiken. 
What is to become of Firs, the an¬ 
cient servant? He knows the 
score. Left behind by both his ex¬ 
employers and time itself, he is so 
relieved to be unburdened of his 
load that he lays himself comfort¬ 
ably down and dies. It's so funny, 
so right, you could weep. And it's 
not the only moment that made 
me feel this Cherry Orchard is the 
perfect play to be seen by people 
coping with HIV. "Hey!" it 
screams, "do what you can do — 
and then go!" 

While I expect the production 
to jell a bit more, with the compa-

ny becoming more organic in 
their interaction than on opening 
night last week, it doesn't seem 
that the individual players could 
actually be bettered. It's so good 
to have the vigorously elegant 
Michelle Morain back in the Bay 
Area; she was last seen in Berkeley 
Rep's The Ideal Husband, and, in 
a delicious turnabout, is now the 
severely garbed and minded 
Varya. A.C.T. newcomer Jack 
Wetherall is a vital, virile 


Lopakhin, who buys the estate, 
but rejects its past as he rejects 
Varya. Gordana Rashovich is a su¬ 
perb Ranyevskaya, in her Act Two 
ball gown, looking all the world 
like Tallulah Bankhead in Broad¬ 
way's original The Little Foxes.

the culture. What's going on, from 
your perspective? 

Matthew Martin: Going back to 
Greek times, Shakespearean 
times, it’s always been around. As 
far as cultural acceptance, with 
movies like The Birdcage, it’s an 
art form that’s never been out of 
fashion. I think there’s more of a 
mainstream acceptance of it. Peo¬ 
ple realize it’s fun in a theatrical 
sense. They know it’s not like the 
Disciples of Satan come to pull 
their family values asunder. As 
RuPaul once said, “We’re born 
naked. The rest is drag.” 

At the same time it seems like there 
are different kinds of drag queens. 
There's the Nathan Lane character 
in The Birdcage, this kind of pa¬ 
thetic, non-threatening fool. The 
ones that are more threatening 
don't seem to make it into the 
mainstream. 

Yeah, I think they lapse into the 
stereotypical — man in dress, ha- 
ha — which is an insult to great 
performers, actors and actresses. 
There’s a hell of a lot more to it 
than just putting on a dress and 
wobbling down the block in heels. 

Have you seen To Wong Foo? 


I didn’t see that one. There are a 
lot of stereotypes that we, the col¬ 
lective “we” of gay culture, play 
into, too. The Birdcage, from what 
I hear, is from a straight sensibil¬ 
ity, kind of homogenized. It’s in¬ 
nocuous enough not to offend. At 
the same time, you look at the 
likes of M. Butterfly, the onnagata 

— the genuine artistry is ap¬ 
plauded. I sometimes cringe 
when they say “drag queen, drag 
show,” though I mean no disre¬ 
spect to anyone who would use 
that as a self-description. But I’m 
an actor, singer, dancer, choreog¬ 
rapher, director. For me, as a per¬ 
former, to transcend that aspect 
of it — that’s where the gratifica¬ 
tion of the performance comes 
from, when they say, “That’s Bette 
Davis, that’s Peggy Lee.” Without 
being too hifalutin’ about it, I ap¬ 
proach it like it was Hamlet. You 
can either dance around it, or you 
can play it, be it. That’s what I go 
for, on a good night. “Matthew to 
Bette! Matthew to Bette! Come 
in!” 

How about your new show. The 
Star? 

With Jane it was very much about 
the character of Baby Jane, about 

— she’s not evil, she's sick! It’s a 
great part, there are so many lay¬ 
ers to it. With Charlotte, it was the 
same way — just a wonderful 
part. I love Bette for her willing-

When she goes to 
the screen test, and they want her 
for the older sister, the frump 
part, a floor scrubber, it’s like she’s 
playing a female impersonator 
playing her!

ness to forego conventionality, 
make-up — “how do I look?” She 
had the willingness in Jane, and in 
later films, to make herself 
hideous, to dive into the deep end 
of the part. 

The Star was written by two 
people. One was a former secre¬ 
tary to Joan Crawford, so it’s in¬ 
teresting. There are a lot of jabs at 
Crawford, like when Bette’s play¬ 
ing the star and she says to the 
producer, “Oh, bless you,” a 
known Crawfordism. Bette may 
have been drawing from her own 


experience, but thinking that she 
was portraying Joan. The movie, 
knowing what we know now, is 
really about Bette. 

Why The Star, which is a more ob¬ 
scure film than Baby Jane or Char¬ 
lotte? 

It’s a rare instance of Bette doing 
Bette. It’s the movie you don’t 
have to see to know. It’s almost the 
paradigm of the has-been, rag-tag 
actress on the skids. It’s no coin¬ 
cidence that it was made two years

Screen savors

freshly ground meat, and open- 
heart surgery. Closely calculated, 
this 15-minute film remains enig¬ 
matic and unexpectedly moving. 

Alpsee is part of “The Invisible 
in the Visible” program of shorts, 
which also features Jeffrey Noyes 
Scher’s Warren , a portrait of the 
filmmaker and writer, the late 
Warren Sonbert. 

Before You Go (USA, 1995) is a 
haunting portrait by a young 
woman of her father, told through 
found footage of home movies 
and television appearances, plus 
her own unstinting video record 
of the end of his life. We see Jeff 
Betancourt in his roles as biker, 
businessman, husband, father, di¬ 
vorce, gay guy, and finally, PWA. 
Skillfully edited by Nanette 
Burstein and Zelda Greenstein, 
who share the writing credit with 
producer/director Nicole Betan¬ 
court, this deceptively artless doc¬ 
umentary evokes the complexity 
of personality and human rela¬ 
tionships. Financially very com¬ 
fortable, the Betancourts demon¬ 
strate a refreshingly sophisticated 
brand of family values. 

Celestial Clockwork (Venez¬ 
uela/France/Belgium/Spain, 1994) 
begins and ends with a bride in 
white at the altar. In between, 
there’s Paris. A grab bag of cultur¬ 
al signifiers — Rossini, Schubert, 
psychedelic videos, Lacan, Callas, 
Latin rhythms, astrology, white 
magic — kaleidoscope around a 
mano a mano between a manipu¬ 
lative blonde and a wide-eyed 
brunette. The film is so much 
“fun” — that word the French 
have no word for — viewers may 
underestimate its seriousness as 
an aesthetic position paper in the 
midst of Europe’s political slide 
into neo-fascism. Venezuelan 
writer/director FinaTorres films 
an eccentric, decrepit Paris full of 
hidden treasures, pockets of hu¬ 
manism and cosmic coincidences. 
Reclaiming a vision of the city as a 
haven fgr expatriates, artists, in¬ 
tellectuals, mystics and — yes! — 
queers, Torres has whipped up a 
whirlwind farce tuned to the 
music of the spheres. 

Cold Comfort Farm (England, 
1995) is a post-modernist romp 
through several of the literary gen¬ 
res that sprung from and continue 
to oppress the English psyche. A 
period piece within a period piece, 
the film transports a sleek, bright 
“modern woman” (vintage 1930) 
into a farmhouse peopled with 
characters out of Dickens, Bronte, 
Lawrence and James M. Barrie. An 
aspiring novelist, Flora Poste (Kate 
Beckinsale) is too much a meddler 
to merely observe these poor crea¬ 
tures victimized by their own

stereotypical world views. Instead 
of a novel, she rewrites their lives. 
Director John Schlesinger’s heart¬ 
felt send-up is the perfect antidote 
to Masterpiece Theater’s reconsti¬ 
tuted classics. Eileen Atkins, Ian 
McKellen and Joanna Lumley are 
part of a fabulous comic ensemble 
that does some serious scenery 
chewing. 

The Monster (Italy/France, 
1994) is a buffoon’s-eye-view of 
Doctor Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, minus 
the doctor. By day, Loris is a 
scrounger, a misfit, a thief, for 
whom women reduce to sex ob¬ 
jects he can only hope to ogle. By 
night, he’s mistaken for a brutal 
sex criminal who attacks women 
of all ages and mutilates their 
bodies beyond recognition. 
Where is the humor in that? In an 
Italian man’s mind. Less accultur- 
ated than Jerry Lewis, writer/di¬ 
rector/star Roberto Benigni 
makes a little bit of shtick go a 
long way. As an amoral nebbish, 
he has moments of sublime re¬ 
venge for his marginal social sta¬ 
tus. As a stand-in for a serial killer, 
however, he takes as his special 
objects of ridicule the women he 
“inadvertently” terrorizes. Not a 
pretty picture. 

Ulysses’ Gaze (Greece/France/ 
Italy, 1995), true to its title, makes 
every other film seem a bit short¬ 
sighted. Short, period. Director 
Theo Angelopoulos has assem¬ 
bled three hours’ worth of the 
most heart- and mind-wrenching 
landscape footage ever filmed in 
such luxurious long takes. In this 
mix of fiction and documentary, 
the great wastelands of the Balka¬ 


ns serve as backdrops and stage 
sets to a modern day quest, until 
they overwhelm and engulf the 
poetic narrative line. Harvey Kei¬ 
tel is utterly unbelievable as his as¬ 
signed character, a Greek film¬ 
maker, which frees him to repre¬ 
sent a U.S. witness to the death of 
Western Civilization. The pres¬ 
ence of this method-acting screen 
idol lends realtime poignancy to a 
film whose ultimate subject is 
film’s capacity to remember and 
powerlessness to prevent the vi¬ 
cissitudes of history.

Skunk Anansie 
to play tonight 


W e’re a band that has a lot of politics in the music, but it’s all 
very personal,” says Skin, the black lesbian singer of London’s 
explosive Skunk Anansie. “We’re very proud of our politics 
and we’re one of the few bands in England right now that has them. 
But I would never say that we’re a political band, because it would be 
underselling ourselves.” 

Granted, although the band’s blistering debut album, Paranoid & 
Sunburnt , deals with such thorny issues as sexism, racism, and reli¬ 
gion, it never once gets preachy. Instead, what gets crammed down 
the throat is a thundering hard rock assault that can be pummeling to 
the senses, especially when witnessed in a live setting. “At this time in 
England, I think we’re probably the only band that’s pushing the 
boundaries musically and intellectually,” says Skin. 

Given their confrontational stance, one might find it surprising 
that Skunk Anansie is signed to a major label. But Skin recognizes the 
winds of change that are blowing: “If it wasn’t for a lot of female bands 
like L7 and Tribe 8, it would be twice as difficult for Skunk Anansie to 
exist I don’t know if we would have gotten signed five years ago.”

Mi fter listening to L.O.V.Evil, 
Second Coming’s 1994 
/ fe debut CD, one is hard- 
pressed to say exactly where this 
Seattle-based band is coming from. 
Is this a hard-rock band with a 
penchant for techno-dance beats? 
Or a synth-pop group flirting with 
heavy metal riffs? Leader Maxi 
sums it up best: “If you take the 
guitars out, you’ve got this really 
funky dance groove. And if you 
take out all the electronics, you’ve 
got this really phat rock band.” 

Heavy rock music that you can 
actually dance to might seem like 
an anomaly, but considering 
Maxi’s background as a club DJ, it 
makes perfect sense. After a five- 
year stint as a rave DJ in Los Ange¬ 
les, Maxi moved back to his native 
Seattle a few years ago to form Sec¬ 
ond Coming. “As a musician, 
there’s only so much you can take 
of playing other people’s music,” he 
told me during a recent phone in¬ 
terview. “I wanted so much more, 
especially after DJing house and 
techno music for so long. I wanted 
to get back into my own music. “ 

Art accessible blend of synth- 
driven techno and industrial 
hard-rock, Maxi’s music is fueled 
by a pop sensibility that tran¬ 
scends musical boundaries. “I’ve 
always been into dance music— 
house, disco, hip-hop, the whole 
bit,” the 29-year-old singer ex-

plained. “But I’ve also been very 
influenced by bands like the Scor¬ 
pions and Judas Priest and Van 
Halen and that kind of stuff.” 

While the guitars add sonic 
heaviness to the techno beats, 
they also serve to punctuate the 
dark lyrics, which are frequently 
emotional, angst-ridden diatribes 
directed at ex-boyfriends. 
Whether it’s the detached cool¬ 


ness of “The Great Big Burn,” or 
the tribal synth-pop of “Afraid of 
Love,” Maxi’s smooth voice rings 
true with the pain of someone 
who has survived more than a few 
dysfunctional relationships. 

Hailed in the Northwest as 
Seattle’s “next big thing,” Second 
Coming is getting ready to push 
out into the world, starting with a 
mini-West Coast tour that puts 
them in San Francisco this Sun¬ 
day. Their second CD, due out 
this summer, should set them 
even further apart from their fel¬ 
low Seattle grunge rockers. 

“I’m really into electronic 
music right now,” says Maxi. “It’s 
almost by default that our music 
has guitar in it because, well, I’m a 
guitar player! So, of course, it has 
to be in there. 

“But the new stuff is so groovy. 
It’s groin-grind music! My energy 
is coming from a really sexual, 
sensual point-of-view. So a lot of 
my music is slow right now, but 
it’s still heavy. Some of it has some 
really phat drum loops on it, like 
hip-hop. Most of it is around 100 
beats per minute, if not slower. 

“Plus, we have this hew song 
that I’m totally ecstatic about. It’s 
called ‘Pedro’s Song,’ and it’s 
about Pedro Zamora. It’s actually 
one of the most beautiful songs 
I’ve ever written. I wrote it be¬ 
cause I had never known anybody 
with AIDS before, and watching 
MTV, I actually felt like I knew 
this guy — he made a tremen¬ 
dous impact on me.

“We’re 
going to tear it up like newspaper 
clippings! I just want to have a 
funky fresh good time and hope¬ 
fully some people will be there.” ▼

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Nun with gun

Lieutenant Nun: Memoir of a 
Basque Transvestite in the New 
World by Catalina de Erauso and 
Gabriel Stepto; Beacon Press, 
$16.95 

orn in 1585, Catalina de Er¬ 
auso escaped from a Basque 
convent at age 14 dressed as 
a man. Lieutenant Nun, the first 
English translation of Erauso’s 
autobiography, begins with this 
escape and follows Erauso 
through her years spent imper¬ 
sonating a man while fighting for 
the Spanish army in Peru and 
Chile, surviving as a bandit in the 
wilds of the New World, and her 
eventual return to Spain. Her fas¬ 
cinating story unwittingly accen¬ 
tuates appropriate gender behav¬ 
ior and appearance. 

Erauso dons men’s clothes not 
as a costume for a night on the 
town, but for survival. She knows 


that outside the convent, assum¬ 
ing a male identity will give her 
the freedom and safety denied the 
conventionally-dressed woman. 
During her travels, Erauso mocks 
men while she behaves as one. Yet 
she can hardly be considered fem¬ 
inist. As the translators note, Er¬ 
auso “seeks... only‘to win’... often 
at the expense of the women, 
Spanish-born or indigenous, 
whom she chances upon during 
her travels. It would be misread¬ 
ing to see her as anything other 
than the perfect colonialist...” 

Erauso’s family does not rec¬ 
ognize her in male drag, and often 
the reader forgets that she is fe¬ 
male, so strongly male is Erauso’s 
character. At these times, her story 
changes from a gender analysis to 
a first-person account of Catholic 
pillage. Erauso’s values come from 
the church, so she believes that 
Catholics are just better. Native 
South Americans, therefore, are 
meant for slavery, and Erauso eas¬ 
ily justifies killing anyone who 


treads upon her honor. 

Sex, however, is a more com¬ 
plicated matter, and eroticism is 
largely absent from Erauso’s tale. 
Erauso plays the male role in sev¬ 
eral romances with women 
whose faces are “pretty,” yet none 
of these interactions progresses 
beyond playful petting to inter¬ 
course. Always confident, Erauso 
doesn’t seem to fear discovery, she 
simply lacks interest. (Erauso’s 
ability to pass as male is one of 
the bewildering aspects of her 
narrative. At one point she is cap¬ 
tured, stripped, and strung up on 
the rack, yet, remarkably, her 
womanhood is undetected by her 
captors.) As Marjorie Garber 
writes in her overblown forward, 
“...[Erauso’s] is the story of a 
loner who enjoys camaraderie 
with men ... and whose proudest 
claim to identity is not as a man 
or woman but rather as a 
‘Spaniard.’” 

This pride leads to many duels 
and, eventually, Erauso’s discov¬ 


ery. She is protected by a bishop 
after eluding arrest; confessing her 
charade to him not only gets her 
out of a bind, it gives her some 
peace of mind. Afterwards, Erau¬ 
so is able to rest for the first time 
in years. Later, she joins a convent. 
When word leaks out about the 
lieutenant nun, she becomes fa¬ 
mous. But Erauso is celebrated 
not so much for her masculine 
bandit history as she is for her vir¬ 
ginity. Unsurprisingly, when she 
leaves the convent for Mexico, Er¬ 
auso assumes a male guise. T

efore gay liberation, gay 

men often didn’t have the 
tm? luxury to shop around for 
Mr. Right, for the knight in shin¬ 
ing armor who would sweep them 
off their feet, but were forced to 
settle for what they could get, 
scraping by with Mr. Satisfactory, 
Mr. Better-than-Nothing, Mr. 
Okay and In-a-Pinch. The latest in 
a spate of Miss-Manners’ manuals 
on gay dating, Finding True Love in 
a Man-Eat-Man World is an ency¬ 
clopedia of the disappointments, 
inflated expectations, and strin¬ 
gent new requirements for sexual 
and emotional compatibility that 
have gone hand-in-glove with the 
privileges of living openly as ho¬ 
mosexuals. As gay liberation 
brought us into contact with an 
ever-larger pool of potential part¬ 
ners, we became harder to please, 
more intolerant of our lovers’ im¬ 
perfections, and less resourceful in 
making do with the admittedly 
paltry candidates at hand, who no 
longer fulfill the romantic day¬ 
dreams of a minority obsessed 
with the illusory figure of Prince 
Charming. In a world that pro¬ 
vides ever-increasing opportuni¬ 
ties for homosexuals to meet, from 
Gay Esperanto Language Clubs to 
Bitch & Stitch Sewing Circles, we 
are so overwhelmed with choices 
that we spend the greater part of 
our time vacillating over alterna¬ 
tives, nibbling our fingernails to 
the quick as we mull over the 
countless suitors clamoring at our 
door, like Penelope in The Odyssey 
fending off importunate admirers 
while unraveling her shroud. 
Reading Nelson’s advice about tai¬ 
loring a relationship to “your 
needs” and scouring the field for 
someone who is “right for you” 
makes me want to return to the 
pre-Stonewall romantic philoso¬ 
phy that relationships are con¬ 
trolled accidents, that some ordi¬ 
nary, likable guy simply stumbled 
into your life and you made a 
virtue out of necessity, a silk purse 


out of a sow’s ear. 

Like all self-help books, Find¬ 
ing True Love presupposes the self¬ 
helplessness of an audience of 
clueless imbeciles who need to be 
told such things as “use empathy,” 
say “I love you,” “listen aggressive¬ 
ly,” it’s okay to fight, and avoid that 
“major boundary issue,” the Scyl- 
la and Charybdis of all gay rela¬ 
tionships, “underwear sharing.” 
Anyone who can seriously profit 
from such suggestions as Nelson’s 
advice to greet what he variously 
refers to as your “sugarpuff,” your 
“lovebug,” your “sweet dream,” 
and your “honey muffin” on all 
fours on your sofa, your naked 
butt wagging in the air, when he 
comes home after a hard day’s 
work, is no better than the bedrag¬ 
gled housewives who once pored 
over the sex tips in The Sensuous 
Woman. The implied reader of 
Finding True Love resembles those 
menopausal frumps in beer-can 
curlers and bunny bedroom slip¬ 
pers who, desperate to spice up 
lackluster marriages teetering on 
the brink of collapse, meet their 
husbands at the door bound like 
mummies in Saran Wrap. 

Books like Nelson’s are found¬ 
ed on the erroneous assumption 
that we must not only take radical 
measures to add a little excite¬ 
ment, a little midnight drama, to 
our love lives, but that there is a 
great deficit of common sense in 
the gay community, which needs 
to be told how to do everything 
from tie a shoe to defrost a refrig¬ 
erator. Self-help books infantilize 
their readers. They profess to in¬ 
still us with confidence about the 
trials and tribulations we face on a 
daily basis, but in fact they instill 
us with doubt and insecurity, with 
a constant demeaning sense of in¬ 
adequacy in dealing with the most 
elementary problems of our lives. 
It is in the financial interests of 
both publishers and how-to gurus 
to keep us in this childlike state of 
dependence on the truisms that 
are the bread and butter of the en¬ 
tire self-help industry. An omni- 
um-gatherum of romantic 
cliches, Finding True Love is a per¬ 
fect example of a book that pa¬ 
tronizes the gay readership as the 
ideal self-help audience, as a be¬ 
fuddled set of fools unable to 
make their own decisions, forced 


to memorize the sapient precepts 
of advice manuals before they 
throw caution to the wind and, all 
by themselves, take the fatal step 
of venturing out-of-doors. ▼

j| am a writer who happens to 

T love women. I am not a les¬ 
bian who happens to write.” 
These two sentences by the British 
novelist Jeanette Winterson in her 
most recent work, Art [Objects]: 
Essays on Ecstasy and Effrontery , 
are unfortunately being bandied 
about in the straight press as evi¬ 
dence of art transcending life. 

Yes, of course. Winterson is a 
writer first and foremost. And in 
this collection she is determined 
to justify this stance, to the point 
of an impassioned essay, “The 
Semiotics of Sex,” in which she in¬ 
sists that, “The Queer world has 
colluded in the misreading of art 
as sexuality” and that “a great deal 
of gay writing, especially gay writ¬ 
ing around the Aids (sic) crisis, is 
therapy, is release, is not art.” 

But Winterson is an artist who 
paints interior worlds with words. 
To an almost disturbing degree, 
she embraces and then empowers 
words, seduces them, ingests 
them. Words are somehow perfec¬ 
tion incarnate. “Instead of art as¬ 
piring toward lifelikeness what if 
life aspires towards art, towards a 
creative, controlled focus of free¬ 
dom, outside of the tyranny of 
matter?” she asks in “Testimony 
Against Gertrude Stein.” What in¬ 
deed? 

It is difficult to step inside this 
world she envisions and appar¬ 
ently inhabits quite contentedly, 
where “words are living things, 
can form and re-form into new 
wholes,” as she confesses in “A 
Work of My Own.” In this world, 
the writer “has no use for the 
clock. A writer lives in an infinity 
of days, time without end, 
ploughed under.” 

Privileged world 

The sheer luxury of this privi¬ 
leged world of silence, of contem¬ 
plation, of art in its purest sense 
is, at best, disturbing. Coming 
from a queer writer, this vision is 
disheartening because it arrogant¬ 
ly assumes we all have the same 
deep wells of time. (Reading these 
words, I could not help but re¬ 
member Paul Monette, Bo Hus¬ 
ton, Allen Barnett and how each, 
at different times and in different 
ways, told me he coveted time. 
“Women say they hear their bio-

logical clocks,” Bo Huston once 
told me. “Try having Big Ben in 
the background”) 

Such concerns are not Winter- 
son’s, however. In “Writer, Reader, 
Words,” she observes: “It seems to 
me that the intersection between 
a writer’s life and a writer’s work 
is irrelevant to the readex. The 
reader is not being offered a 
chunk of the writer or a direct in¬ 
sight into the writer’s mind, the 
reader is being offered a separate 
reality.” The problem, of course, is 
that in today’s world, writers are 
often relegated to the role of en¬ 
tertainer, like it or not. 

But do not mistake Winterson 


as the female J.D. Salinger of the 
1990s, toiling in the quiet of a 
bunker, shunning the public, hid¬ 
ing from the media. Whether her 
public image as literary outcast, 
miscreant, outraged and outra¬ 
geous genius is true or not, it is 
one she has carefully tended. How 
else to explain her answer when a 
London Times reporter asked her 
to name her favorite writer: “No 
one working in the English lan¬ 
guage now comes close to my ex¬ 
uberance, my passion, my fidelity 
to words.” 

There is, in this collection of 
essays, which spans her relation¬ 
ship first to art, then to family, so¬ 
ciety and finally self, a kind of 
beauty. Winterson is a word spin¬ 
ner, who occasionally weaves 
magic. Her passion about art, lan¬ 
guage and ideas is as powerful as 
is her contempt for the rabble of 
readers who seek entertainment 
and the writers who, god forbid, 
comply. Winterson sees her work 
as a quest for perfection. “I sup¬ 
pose it is a Holy Grail and I know 
that I shall never find it but if I say 
that it is worth chasing, even if it 
does not exist, then I hope you 
will understand me. It may well be 
that nothing solid actually exists, 
but what might exist is energy, is 
space. And I have not discovered 
a more energetic space than art.” 

Winterson is more than a care¬ 
ful writer? She obsessively con¬ 
structs complicated worlds that do 
not tell stories, which is more an 
American tradition, so much as 
create dense, emotionally charged 
and often dangerous mindscapes 
that readers cross with intelligence 
and reason. In “A Work of My 
Own,” she exposes herself not as 
public figure, not as bad-girl artist 
nor member of the British literati, 
but as writer: “Simply, the work is 
more important than she is, and to 
put it first, to put it above every¬ 
thing, is to allow nothing to com¬ 
promise it.” ▼

Workshops will include: “How 
to Write a Book Proposal”; “How 
to Get An Agent”; discussions of 
bisexuality and writing; queer 
studies; writers as activists; keep¬ 
ing your day job; and writing 
from a multicultural/multigen- 
dered perspective. 

Non-stop readings have been 
planned for both Saturday (2:45 
p.m. — 10 p.m.) and Sunday (12 


p.m. — 4:15 p.m.). Conference 
organizers assure us that a roster 
will be posted in the Women’s 
Building that will direct attendees 
to their favorite writers, or to 
someone new. 

One of the highlights of the 
conference will be the “Queer 
View Mirror” kick-off event, 
which will feature at least 18 read¬ 
ers (including yours truly) from 
the acclaimed Queer View Mirror 
anthology, recently published by 
Arsenal Pulp Press in Vancouver, 
Canada. 

Many of the events planned for 
the Readers and Writers Confer J 
ence are free, including the open¬ 
ing event on Friday, April 19 
(7:30-9 p.m.), a series of perfor¬ 
mance pieces by Mabel Maney, 
the DramaDIVAS, Rhodessa Jones 
and others. The “Queer View Mir¬

Certainly describes 
everyone who contributes to this 
column, and, no doubt, more 
than a few of its readers. ▼

1993) is a quirky, lyrical depiction 
of two workers who meet to mow 
a field of grass one bright sum¬ 
mer’s day. Shot in the open air, 
this neo-New Wave film begins at 
dawn and ends at dusk. Practicing 
Zen and the art of their absurdly 
phallic power-scythes, the young 
men take lots of cigarette breaks 
and slowly unwind with each 
other. As intimacy builds, so does 
the erotic tension. Along the way, 
director Tetsuo Shinohara snags 
some ravishing portraits of mas¬ 
culine languor. 

The Written Face (Japan/ 
Switzerland, 1995) records for 


posterity some gorgeous perfor¬ 
mance footage of Japan’s premiere 
onnagata (Kabuki drag queen), 
Tomasaburo Bando. Make-up 
fetishists will relish watching 
Bando put it on and take it off. 
Devotees will flip over a 1956 clip. 
Performance snippets and inter¬ 
views with film actress Haruko 
Sugimara, geisha Han Takehara, 
and butoh drag dragster Kazuo 
Ohno contextualize Bando’s art. A 
breakdown in the editing process, 
however, transforms director 
Daniel Schmid’s ambitious hom- 
mage into hermetic, repetitive in¬ 
dulgence. Pushing the documen¬ 
tary envelope, the film segues into 
an unbelievably tacky riverboat 
romance starring Bando in white 
face and two other guys with 5 o’¬ 


clock shadows. Despite, or because 
of its excesses, this Swiss confec¬ 
tion of Japanese high kitsch is a 
must-see for drag queens, dancers 
and aesthetes of all genders. T

Ney Fonseca, Brigid Hoag, and Christian Giorgi 


,stract that, Fonseca is a straight 
talker. What he tells you his dance 
is about is what you see on the 
stage, and when he deals with gay 
and lesbian life, the message, be it 
serious or light, hits home. 

The choreographer makes a 
statement about the community 
in the evening’s second world pre¬ 
miere, A Gathering, which focuses 
on the rainbow flag. “It’s powerful 
to me,” says Fonseca, “because it 
means tolerance in diversity.” Set 
to the music of Handel, whose 
classical format allows the chore¬ 
ographer to bring clarity to un¬ 
conventional themes, this “goofy 
piece,” is set at a co-ed pajama 
party with a very Martha Stewart 
hostess and a sexually mixed as¬ 
sortment of guests who wear pa¬ 
jamas of a single rainbow stripe. 


The evening’s finale concerns a 
serious subject, gay bashing, set to 
music by local composer Rich 
McCracken. This dark piece is 
preceded by Short Story, an adagio 
for a male couple, set to Mark 
Isham’s music, and Crossroads, a 
woman’s solo set to Samuel Bar¬ 
ber’s Ballade.

turing into new emotional terri¬ 
tory. “It’s curious as I get older 
that I have a need for other things 
like relaxation,” he says. “I’m the 
least relaxed person I know. I find 
you can relax within work — it is 
simultaneously your relief and 
your neurosis.” 

MacNeil says he doubts he'll 
ever give up the theater, but will 
do so the minute he stops having 
fun.
